Saratoga Yearlings 
Listed Sires 


TOTAL of 723 yearlings have been consigned 

to the Saratoga auctions this year, a larger 
number than ever have been scheduled for the 
August sales. This group includes 431 colts and 
one gelding (59.75 per cent of the total) and 291 
fillies (40.25 per cent). Last year the total num- 
ber consigned was 685, of which colts made up 
59.1 per cent, fillies 40.9 per cent. Out of this 
group 643 were actually sold, injuries and with- 
drawals for various reasons accounting for the 
42 others. In 1938 592 head were catalogued, and 
557 were actually sold. Assuming that the same 
rcugh proportion holds this year, there will be 
675 yearlings to go through the ring, which is 15 
more than were sold in the peak year of 1930, at 
the beginning of the drop from the lush years of 
the twenties. 

Largest number of representatives from a 
single sire is 32, that number coming from Pom- 
pey, which stands at Ellerslie Stud, Charlottes- 
ville, Va. Ariel, whose 2-year-olds are having an 
exceptionally good season, is second with 22, and 
*Gino, which stands at Court Manor, New Mar- 
ket, Va., has 20.

The Many Too Many 


HE fatness of this week’s issue of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE surprises us, too. These many pages 
of advertising are an indication of confidence in 
the market and in the future of racing generally, 
as well as in THE BLOOD-HORSE itself. They rep- 
resent the increasing voice of an increasing busi- 
ness. How the buyers are going to respond to this 
confidence on the part of breeders remains to be 
seen, but the sellers have shown their conviction 
that the business will be well worth fighting for. 
At the beginning of this most fascinating game, 
we give our best wishes to sellers and to buyers 
alike. To sellers we hope for a fair share of the 
reasonable expectation of pleasure and profit to 
be provided by these horses. To buyers we ex- 
press the hope that their good judgment will not 
be crossed too frequently by the ill luck which 
makes good judgment appear bad. 

The confidence that has brought about all this 
promotion and all this record number of yearlings 
for sale has also brought a problem. Out of New 
England last week came a cry uttered in unison 
by several voices, that there are too many horses, 
that something must be done to eliminate some of 
them. The same voices that made the complaint 
suggested the remedy. They would take one per 
cent of the winner’s share of purses and possibly 
5 per cent of the price of yearlings sold at Sara- 
toga and apply the fund thus obtained to the pur- 
chase of the worst horses and their retirement 
from the racing scene. 

The utterance of such a lamentation at this 
time will not affect the Saratoga market, which 
has long ago adjusted itself to the factors which 
have only now gained an official viewing-with- 
alarm in New England. It has been obvious for 
some time that there were too many race horses 
being produced. It has been obvious also that the 
great majority of these never have opportunity to 
run in anything except claiming races—a circum- 
stance which automatically fixes a ceiling of 
value for the average Thoroughbred, including 
both yearlings and horses in training. The Sara- 
toga market had already leveled off in recognition

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of these factors. Any rise or fall which may 
transpire this year will be due, in the main, to 
newer influences. 

But we are glad the issue of too many horses 
has gained the attention of someone besides THE 
BLooD-HORSE. While others have shouted about 
the coming shortage of horses we have warned of 
the coming struggle for “elimination” of the many 
too many horses we already have. During the last 
few years the breeding of Thoroughbreds has 
spread into most of the arable sections of the 
United States and the number of breeders has in- 
creased tremendously. This expansion of produc- 
tion has been an overeager response to the expan- 
sion of racing, which has blindly encouraged the 
increase of breeding activities until now even the 
race tracks are being made uncomfortable by the 
hundreds of horses they never needed but can’t 
get rid of. 

The proposal to establish a fund with which to 
eliminate some of the worst horses is a familiar 
one. The plan has been tried on previous occasions 
when production overstepped itself. But, what- 
ever views one may hold of the success or failure 
of those earlier attempts, it can hardly be ex- 
pected that such methods will succeed now. The 
game is too big to be manipulated artificially. 
The outside factors are too strong. The plowing- 
under technique is no great shakes at best, and no 
shakes at all when control of production is lack- — 
ing, as it is here. The fact of the matter is that 
racing associations and racing commissions in 
several states have been doing all they could to 
encourage the production of more Thoroughbreds. 
We have put ourselves in danger of condemnation 
by urging against such practices. But now the 
fruit of the policy is apparent to all. There is 
such an overproduction that not only breeders, 
but also owners and racing associations them- 
selves, are being adversely affected. 

There is no use to eliminate horses with one 
hand and to encourage the production of horses 
with the other. Let the N. A. S. R. C. committee 
which studies the problem remember this truism. 

This is a big problem. Let us consider it seri- 
ously and sensibly.

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Yearlings 
For Saratoga 


J. O. Keene 


HERE are seven yearlings, five colts and two 

fillies, in the consignment which J. O. Keene 
is taking to Saratoga this year from Keeneland 
Stud, a famous old nursery which has belonged 
to the Keenes ever since a land grant from 
Patrick Henry conferred an outlying tract of 
what was then the state of Virginia on Francis 
Keen. Only three of the group, two colts and a 
filly, were at the farm when the writer went to 
look at them, and the other four have not been 
inspected. I thought the best was a bay colt by 
Jean Valjean out of Betty Smith, and thus a full 
brother to Mr. Smith, a winner of 12 races thus 
far. This is a smooth, substantial, racy colt, of 
medium size but with the scope to grow into a big 
horse. His legs are clean, the hind ones very 
straight, and he is muscled well, stands true and 
firm. The other colt, by Islam—Shades of Night, 
is a half-brother to a good-sized brood of win- 
ners, including Night Jasmine. He is a good- 
bodied, strong, lengthy sort, wide and strong in 
the hind quarters, short in the cannons. 


The filly is by Haleyon—Princess Pan, dam of 
June Bee, which won the: Ashland Stakes at 
Keeneland last spring. She is a strong, plain, 
sturdy one, her shoulder and neck good and well 
fitted, her muscular organization excellent. She 
should be very fast. 

Mr. Keene’s other offerings are a chestnut colt 
by Jean Valjean out of the young mare Ned’s 
Affinity, a first foal; a bay colt by Jean Valjean 
—Tesuque (dam of seven winners including Come 
Home); a brown filly by Jean Valjean—Pani 
Roma (a good winner and dam of several win- 
ners); and a bay colt by Nassak——Absurdity (a 
winner and producer). 


Mrs. John A. Payne 


WO yearlings by Pilate were catalogued for 
the Saratoga sales by Mrs. John A. Payne, 
owner of Shan Hill Farm near Boyce, Va. But 
last week the filly out of Saratoga Chip suffered 
a flesh wound which made it necessary for her to 
be withdrawn.

firm of Hagyard and Hagyard, is taking to Sara- 
toga this year. A doctor who makes a profession 
of taking care of other people’s horses certainly 
should know how to care for his own, and the 
seven are in fine condition, with a good bloom to 
their coats. 

The best seems to be a brown colt by Halcyon 
—*Little Doody, an English-bred mare by Buc- 
han. He is a tall, strong, fast-looking individual, 
short in the back, high and powerful behind, with 
good bone and joints, well made all around. The 
other colt, by Questionnaire—Cachuca, is a well 
finished, lengthy colt, with rather straight hind 
legs, and very short in the cannons. 

The most attractive of the fillies, I thought, 
was a bay by Brevity out of Flyleaf, a Broomstick 
mare which had six winners out of her first seven 
foals (through 1939), including the good stakes 
winner Notebook. The filly stands just under 15 
hands, is neat, smooth, racy, rather short in the 
back, and solidly made everywhere. Mr. Bones 
has a brown filly out of Cushion, a mare which

has thrown eight winners, including the stakes 
winners Morshion and Downy Pillow and the 
good mare Rude Awakening. She is strong, good- 
bodied, has a fairly short back, low-set hocks. In 
the paddock she is a good mover. The *Cohort 

Golden Melody filly, from a mare which has pro- 
duced some good horses, including National An- 
them, is a close-knit, substantial sort, very strong 
behind, and suggests staying possibilities. The 
Zacaweista— Dark Feather filly is of another 
type, lengthy, very high behind, quick, and power- 
ful. She will run fast and early. The grey filly 
by Compensatory-—Grenadine is the smallest, but 
is a neat, sturdy one, with legs put on well, 
muscle running far down, and she stands well.

Horatio P. Mason 


WO colts make up the entire Saratoga con- 

signment of Horatio P. Mason, who is appar- 
ently gradually building up production at old 
Hartland Stud, in Woodford County, Kentucky, 
where He Did will go into the stud next year. Of 
the two, the most attractive is the bay by Jack 
High-—-*Epsom May, from a mare which is dam 
of the stakes winner Epsomite and five other 
winners. He is a good-sized, smooth, flashy colt, 
full of vitality, smart about the head, high in the 
withers, strong and flat in the croup. His legs 
are good, his hocks are fairly low set, and he is 
very muscular. He has a beautiful finish, a lot 
of quality. The other colt is a dark brown from 
Boatswain-—Calera, a nicely made, fairly smooth 
sort, with a rather short neck, straight hind legs, 
good joints. He stands straight, is wide through 
the quarters, has a good shoulder and forearm.

Estate of Mrs. Regan 


N oversupply of routine work, which has af- 

flicted the staff of THE BLOOD-HORSE ever 
since work on Thoroughbred Broodmare Records 
was undertaken, caused the cancellation of a 
planned trip to western Kentucky and the horse- 
breeding country around Nashville, Tenn., so that 
it is impossible to give first-hand reports of the 
yearlings in those sections. But a correspondent 
has kindly supplied us with a few remarks on 
some of the five colts and five fillies to be offered 
Tuesday, August 13, by the estate of Mrs. Thomas 
J. Regan and the two colts consigned by Mrs. 
John M. Branham’s Foxland Hall. 


The dark bay colt by Islam out of Guileful, dam 
of Connaught and half-sister to Gilded Knight, is 
apparently a very well made one. “If there are 
any good Islams, he’s it,” says our correspondent. 

The *Bull Dog filly out of Cherry Lane (dam of 
Time Flight) is “exquisite,”” and “the best indi- 
vidual by *Bull Dog ever raised by this farm.” 
The colt by Whiskalong out of Gabfest, thus a 
full brother to the fast Nosy, is described as an 
appealing racing prospect which ordinarily would 
be expected to come close to five figures in his 
Sales price. 

The chestnut filly by Whiskalong out of Tran- 
scendent is a “tailor-made race mare, sound, 
handsome, classy, and not to be faulted.” An- 
other top Whiskalong filly is the chestnut out of 
Predominant, a mare bred like Magic Stream’s 
dam. She is made much like the Transcendent 
filly, but with hardly as much finish. The Sun- 
patic filly out of Delos is on the light side, but is a 
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late foal and looks as if she might develop into a 
very good racer. 

There are two colts by the young sire Charley 
O. in the consignment, and they are both declared 
to be sound, good-looking, and marked by a lot of 
finish. 

One colt in the Regan consignment, a brother to 
the stakes winner Dogaway, is at Ira Drymon’s 
farm near Lexington. This is a low-set, wide, 
deep-bodied, strongly muscled, good-boned, wide- 
forked fellow. 

Yearlings bred by the Regan Farm have been 
offered at Saratoga for a good many years, and 
will continue to be offered at future sales, despite 
the recent death of Mrs. Regan. Members of the 
family have instructed Del Holeman to continue 
in charge of the breeding operations at Pilot Knob 
Farm, Gallatin, Tenn., and have encouraged him 
to take whatever measures are necessary to in- 
sure successful sales in the future. 

Mrs. John M. Branham, whose Foxland Hall is 
across the road from Pilot Knob Farm, is offering 
two colts immediately after the Regan horses are 
sold. The colt by the very successful *Man 
O'Night out of Dawn o’ Virginia, by Friar Rock, 
is a big colt which ‘should bring a lot of money,” 
and “should go far and hurry back.” The High 
Cloud colt out of Tweeny, by *St. Germans out of 
the stakes winner Untidy (dam of First Minstrel), 
is “big, sound, well bred, and racy.” 


Military Stock Farm 


AST year Military Stock Farm sent 22 year- 

lings to Saratoga, and got an average of $778 
for them. Out of the lot Thomas B. Cromwell 
picked, for $600, one of the crack 1940 2-year- 
olds, the high class Blue Pair. Possibly this will 
cause buyers to look a little more carefully at the 
Military Farm yearlings this year, and if they do 
they will see some nicely made horses. Some 
30-odd are in the consignment. At the farm last 
week I saw only 10 of the fillies, but all 11 of the 
colts. 

One of the best of the colts is the chestnut by 
Reigh Count Victory, a medium-sized, rug- 
ged, sturdy sort, short in the back and cannons, 
with good bone, a firm, balanced way of stand- 
ing. He may develop late, but he has the mak- 
ings of a good one. Another good one by an out- 
side sire is a chestnut by Gallant Sir--Dominate, 
a good bodied, strong, truly made colt. Only 
other outside stallion represented is Valevictorian, 
which has a smallish, lengthy, muscular brown 
from Half Hose. 

Sweeping Light has five colts in the consign- 
ment. I thought one of the best was the bay from 
Empress Star, a medium-sized, good bodied one, 
short in the back, well up and strong behind, 
clean legs. Yeddo has a small, smooth bay, well 
made all around, very strong behind. The Lieb- 
chen colt is also small and racy looking, neat and 
clean. Society Blaze has a good sized rugged 
brown, long to the hock, a little more muscular 
development in the neck than I like. 

There are three colts by Pairbypair. The bay 
from Herbar Mr. Wiggins described as ‘another 
Blue Pair.” He is a fairly smooth, fast-looking 
sort, with a lot of vitality. He will be very speedy. 
Soarer has a neat, quick bay, rather short in the 
back. The colt is a cribber, and Mr. Wiggins is 
going to have that fact printed in the catalogue, 
so “nobody will have any kick.” The Trojis colt 
has a long middle piece, short cannons, good 
shoulders, high thin withers.

Light. A good one is the brown from Port-Hole, 


a good-boned, rugged one. The Elf Lock filly is 
also rugged, good through the body. She seemed 
better made in front, but her hindquarters show 
power enough. The brown from Lady Teddy is a 
good-sized, fairly smooth sort, strong and well 
put together. Miss Tulsa filly is a fast, neat, 
brown which ought to race early. Miss Purray’s 
filly is a tall one, perhaps a bit on the leg now, 
but with the scope for further development. War- 
ring Nymph has a lengthy, smooth, nicely made 
one, which Mr. Wiggins says runs the fastest of 
all in the paddock. Chastity has a well made, 
smooth bay, nicely muscled. Technique has a 
smallish, good-bodied bay. 

The cther two fillies are by Pairbypair. Spin- 
ning Way has a strong, substantial chestnut with 
a flaxen mane, long rein length, short back, good 
bone. She is a nice filly, not particularly pretty, 
but strong and sensible. Intrusion’s chestnut is a 
rugged, lengthy individual, good in withers and 
croup, wide through the hind quarters. 


One From Elkcrest 


R. D. B. KNOX and his son, David, have been 

breeding a few horses at Dr. Knox’s Scott 
County (Ky.) farm for quite a few years, have 
turned out some creditable horses, including 
Wise Bessa, winner of the Clipsetta Stakes and 
Latonia Oaks a few seasons ago, and this year’s 
Hollywood Derby winner, Big Flash. Some of the 
yearlings have been retained and raced, some 
have been sold, usually at the Lexington Fall 
Sales. This year David Knox will essay the 
Saratoga market, with one colt which will be sold 
along with the Old Hickory Farm consignmert.

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Identification, 
Jockeys, Etc. 


By Marshall Cassidy 


THE BLOOD-HORSE this week gives the text 
of some of the addresses delivered last week be- 
fore the summer meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners—as many of 
the addresses as room could be found for. Others 
will be published later. The following is_ the 
speech of Marshall Cassidy, steward representing 
the New York State Racing Commission. 


HAVE several items that I would like to pre- 

sent to you for consideration. The first topic 
concerns the system of Thoroughbred physical 
examination and identification that was intro- 
duced to you gentlemen two winters ago at your 
convention in Miami, Fla. Since that time the 
system has been employed at several tracks. I 
wish to take this opportunity to stress the im- 
portance of having every track in this country 
adopt a system which will follow similar lines. I 
have made a very careful study of every phase 
of physical examination and identification. I 
have come to the conclusion that there are no 
short cuts. A horse is either thoroughly ex- 
amined and identified or he isn’t. Some tracks 
have gone through the motions of introducing 
systems. 

I can cite an instance recently on a western 
course where the system was not a complete suc- 
cess because of the casual operation of the physi- 
cal examination method. At this particular track 
the horse to be examined was stopped while on his 
way to the paddock and a perfunctory examina- 
tion made along the roadside. In fact, all the 
horses were examined in the same manner by the 
official examiners. This listless sort of checking- 
up, of course, meant nothing as far as actually 
ascertaining the condition of the horse. 

The regular routine system as employed in New 
York and other places using similar methods has 
brought about satisfactory results. Each horse 
is examined thoroughly in its stable approxi- 
mately an hour or two before post time of the 
race in which it is scheduled to run. This ex- 
amination consists of an eye test, temperature, 
heart, respiration, and a check-up for soreness 
and lameness, or other ailment which might pre- 
vent a satisfactory performance. 

A record is made of this examination, and the 
groom in charge of the horse is required to sign 
the duplicate examination slip, a copy of which 
he retains. From that moment until the horse 
enters the track for its race, the groom is re- 
sponsible for the welfare of his charge. Any 
subsequent evidence of stimulation or retardation 
can be attributed to him directly or his negli- 
gence in maintaining the proper vigilance. Re- 
alizing this responsibility, the groom becomes 
doubly cautious. The fact that thus far this 
year not one case of drugging has developed 
would tend to emphasize the merits of the sys- 
tem in New York. 

But the pre-race examination is only a part of 
the work required of this particular department. 
While this phase is important to the track itself 
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where racing is conducted, the identification fea- 
ture is paramount to the entire racing world. For 
example, we employ this system in New York, 
and likewise Maryland, Florida, and California, 
and possibly a few other states. When horses 
leave New York to race elsewhere, those states 
which have the same system may require the 
photograph and identification data we have on 
file before permitting the horse to start in that 
locality. 

However, racing is handicapped by those states 
which do not have a positive identification sys- 
tem. Our methods, adopted nationally, would 
preclude the possibility of “ringers” everywhere. 
When a horse arrives in New York from a locality 
which never has required positive identification 
we must accept the words of the men who spon- 
sor this horse as the one named in the program. 
We make every effort to assure ourselves that 
this is true, and only permit a horse to start under 
that assurance. After he is named as starter he 
is photographed and cataloged. From that time 
on the horse is definitely identified and he will 
never be able to race under any other name in 
this state or those states using a similar system. 
This is why it is important that every state 
should cooperate in the proper photographing of 
horses, and eventually this will lead to what 
might be called a national gallery of Thorough- 
breds. 

I, therefore, make an earnest plea to you com- 
missioners from those states which have not yet 
adopted a satisfactory identification system to do 
so. This is a debt that the states owe to racing 
and to each other, for it is a safeguard and an 
assurance to the public that the sport is being 
conducted under the fullest possible protection. 

There is another matter I would like to dis- 
cuss at this time, and that is the practice in some 
sections of permitting the racing secretary ‘to 
serve in the capacity of steward at the same 
time. Some years ago when I was working in 
Canada for the Canadian Racing Association cir- 
cuit, it was customary at some of the tracks to 
require the racing secretary to act in the stand 
as well. This may have been prompted for eco- 
nomic reasons or the scarcity of competent of- 
ficials. 

Jack Campbell, our New York racing secre- 
tary and handicapper, was at that time holding 
a similar position on the Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciation tracks. He had been asked on many oc- 
casions to serve as steward, notably at Wood- 
bine, Fort Erie, and Hamilton. Mr. Campbell ob- 
jected to this procedure, and his objection was 
so pronounced that the C. R. A. finally adopted a 
rule prohibiting a major official from serving in 
two capacities of ranking importance at the same 
track. 

It is becoming quite noticeable that this dual- 
role practice again is prevalent. I would like to 
point out the dangers of such a method. It is 
the duty of the racing secretary and handicapper 
to request entries from the horsemen, and to fre- 
quently beg them to enter horses to fill a race. 
The next day when the race is being run, the rac- 
ing secretary is serving in the steward’s stand 
with two other stewards. The horse he has 
coaxed to run shows a dismal effort, perhaps, 
and is beaten far off. In the investigation that 
follows concerning the lack of consistency it is 
very difficult to expect the racing secretary, who 
now has the role of steward, to vote to punish 
that horse or horseman for an act for which he, 
himself, is partly responsible. It is not the desire 
of the stewards to punish men for inconsistency 
of their horses, provided there is a good and logi- 
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cal excuse, but in this case the inconsistency was 
unintentionally prompted and permitted by a fel- 
low official. This makes the matter a difficult 
one to handle. The injury done possibly not only 
disrupts the confidence of the horsemen but cre- 
ates a divided feeling of ill will in the steward’s 
stand. For the best interests of racing the po- 
sitions of steward and racing secretary should 
not be combined. 

Another subject of vital importance and one 
which certainly deserves consideration by every 
racing commission is that of prevention of con- 
tagious diseases among riders, valets and jockey 
room employees. Also, more attention should be 
paid to jockeys who are in a weakened or unfit 
condition to ride. I am in favor of a physical 
examination for all jockeys prior to the issuance 
of a riding license. 

We already have taken preliminary steps in 
New York to assure ourselves of cleanest pos- 
sible conditions in the jockeys’ room. Each valet 
and every person working there who has contact 
with equipment and clothing which the jockeys 
possess must undergo a physical examination to 
include a Wasserman test. An official certificate 
of fitness is necessary before he can pursue his 
duties. 

The jockeys through their Guild have volun- 
tarily consented to the physical examination and 
Wasserman test. The importance of being physi- 
cally fit and free of communicable diseases is 
obvious. 

In discussing jockeys there also comes to mind 
another thought-—-a scale of punishment which, 
if adopted nationally, possibly would eliminate 
90 per cent of all rough riding. My proposal is 
that a first offense for rough riding or foul riding 
would result in a minimum of at least 10 racing 
days; a second similar offense to double the first, 
and a third offense of the same nature would en- 
tail a revocation of license for the remainder of 
the year. I am sure this method would stamp out 
the evil of rough, careless, and foul riding. 

In New York our minimum of 10 days for a 
first suspension has reduced the number of of- 
fenses to a large degree. Five or six years ago 
it was not unusual for 30 or 40 boys to be sus- 
pended during the season for rough riding but of 
recent years, the average has dropped to below 
10. And in one year I believe only three boys 
were suspended during the entire racing season 
of 170 or more racing days. 

In offering the above suggestions you will note 
that Iam not recommending changes in the fun- 
damental principles of racing and that I am not 
suggesting changes in the basic rules of racing. 
But I am suggesting those things which, if in op- 
eration nationally, would improve racing condi- 
tions materially on tracks big and small and from 
coast to coast. I hope that you approve.

IRVING ANDERSON rode five winners at Empire 
City July 17. 
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Insurance For 
Jockeys 


By Col. Lewis Landes 


Text of an address delivered July 26 before the 
N. A. 8S. R. C. meeting by Colonel Landes, general 
counsel of Jockey’s Community Fund and Guild, 
Ine. 


R. PRESIDENT, Commissioners, and Guests: 

I desire to take this opportunity of express- 
ing to you, on behalf of the Jockey’s Community 
Fund and Guild, Inc., our deep appreciation and 
gratitude for the courtesy afforded me to appear 
here and discuss with you the subject of jockey 
insurance. 

I have been informed that this is the first time 
a representative of a jockeys’ organization has 
ever had the privilege to appear before you and I 
want you to know that the officers, trustees, and 
members of this Guild are deeply appreciative of 
the honor which you show us on this occasion. 

Under the able and distinguished leadership of 
Mr. Herbert Bayard Swope and his associate com- 
missioners, Mr. John Sloan and Mr. John Hay 
Whitney, there has been inaugurated and put into 
effect many outstanding reforms in the horse 
racing industry, and at the same time the com- 
mission has been able to aid greatly in improving 
the breeding of Thoroughbreds. 

I know, too, that the various state racing com- 
missions have been continuously striving to put 
racing on the highest level, and at the same time 
protecting the rights of the patrons of the Turf, 
and continuously endeavoring to make other im- 
provements. 

While all of these wonderful activities have 
been carried on, there has not been, so far as I 
can ascertain, a definite and effective plan evolved 
that would have for its object and purpose the 
protection, through insurance, of the jockeys, 
while they are engaged in riding on tracks. 

This Guild has been engaged in making a study 
of the question of insurance, as it applies to jock- 
eys. We have found, after a very careful canvass 
of many insurance companies, that they are not 
inclined to insure jockeys. Last night I received 
a telegram from Chicago, from the representative 
of one of the large casualty companies, in regard 
to my discussion with its representative on the 
subject of jockey insurance, as follows: “Regret 
company has decided to withdraw from the field 
entirely.” 

It is true that many of the stables that are 
owned by substantial horsemen do carry compen- 
sation insurance, but we have estimated that 
about 65 per cent of the jockeys who ride are 
free-lance riders, and are not covered by any in- 
surance. 

One of the great difficulties that confronts us 
in the matter of jockey insurance is, as I have 
stated before, that many of the companies have 
been running “shy” of this type of insurance be- 
cause they consider the risk on jockeys too great. 
They claim that a jockey is engaged in a hazard- 
ous profession. Recently, however, a few insur- 
ance companies have been persuaded to consider 
writing a policy on jockeys that would afford 
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them some protection in the event of an accident. 
It is our opinion, however, that the insurance 
companies in their estimate on jockey insurance 
have greatly exaggerated their so-called “risks,” 
and have greatly exaggerated the fact that a 
jockey is engaged in a hazardous profession. 

We have estimated that between the period 
from January 1935, to December 1939, there 
have been over 80,000 races run in the United 
States. During this period of five years, taking 
an average of eight jockeys to a race, we would 
have about 640,000 riders participating in races, 
with but 19 actual deaths charged to racing. 

Here are some facts and figures in regard to 
deaths of riders while engaged in racing:

Mr. Marshall Cassidy, the very able and dis- 
tinguished steward of the New York State Rac- 
ing Commission, in an article which he wrote last 
year said: “That by ratio comparison with auto- 
mobile accidents, death and injury to jockeys on 
the race track number very few during the year.” 
He also stated that the insurance companies have 
been overestimating the danger that is attached 
to riding, while the jockeys are engaged on tracks 
throughout the country. 

The American Experience Mortality Table, as 
published for the year 1939, shows that out of 
each 1,000 young men in the ordinary employ- 
ment status in this country, of the age of 22, the 
death rate is 7.91 each year. When we take into 
consideration the jockeys who are supposed to be, 
according to insurance companies, in a hazardous 
profession, having only five deaths out of ap- 
proximately 700, it proves that the profession of 
jockey is not a hazardous one, and that the death 
rate is not extraordinary. 

Insurance companies, it is true, will write a 
policy on jockeys in a limited amount, provided 
that a sufficient premium be paid for such insur- 
ance. These premiums, however, are extremely 
high. 

This Guild, therefore, welcomes the opportunity 
of joining hands with the racing commissions as- 
sembled here in endeavoring to work out some 
solution which would be applicable to jockey in- 
surance. 

There are many decisions that have been hand- 
ed down by the courts, from time to time, in this, 
as well as in other states, that have raised a very 
serious question as to whether or not a horseman 
or track owner is required, under the law, to carry 
compensation insurance. If this were the case, it 
would be a legal necessity for each horseman or 
track owner to carry insurance and pay the pre- 
miums himself. 

It is my personal opinion, and I say this very 
sincerely, that the workmen’s compensation law 
does apply to jockeys in this State, and the laws 
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of practically every other state in the Union 
should be substantially the same. 

To me the question of a jockey is analogous to 
that of an orchestra leader who is employed at a 
hotel to bring his band and play at the hotel. The 
leader of the band receives the complete payment, 
and out of this money he pays a definite sum to 
each of his musicians. Under the New York 
State laws, the leader of the band would be re- 
quired to carry compensation insurance for each 
of his musicians, but the courts of this State have 
held that if the leader of the band did not carry 
insurance, and one of his musicians were injured 
while playing at the hotel, the hotel owner would 
be responsible to pay-for the injured musician. 

I submit these facts because it raises an issue 
as to whether or not the owners of tracks would 
be held liable in the event that a jockey is in- 
jured, due to the failure on the part of the horse 
owner to carry insurance. 

I have been informed by distinguished counsel 
in California that the courts there have held that 
jockeys who are “free-lancing” are considered in- 
dependent contractors, and, therefore, owners are 
not required to carry insurance. 

I am pointing out these various facts in order 
to demonstrate the phases that must be consid- 
ered in discussing the question of jockey insur- 
ance. One very distinguished and able racing of- 
ficial has expressed to me his opinion that even in 
this State a “free-lance” jockey is an independent 
contractor. This is further borne out by the fact 
that the Federal Government has treated them as 
such under the Social Security Act and the rules 
and regulations promulgated thereunder. 

This racing official has also advised me that 
whether or not a jockey rides for an individual 
owner, he cannot be discharged for disobedience, 
nor can he be discharged even if he does not ride 
the particular mount. Therefore, the Compensa- 
tion Law does not apply. ; 

Many of us are familiar with the fact that 
there are horsemen who have not the funds avail- 
able to pay the high premiums on their jockeys, 
and some even have difficulty in paying riding 
fees. Yet these very horsemen are striving to do 
their share toward developing a wonderful breed 
of Thoroughbred horses, and making the horse- 
racing industry what it is today. All of us want 
to do what we can to assist them, and if possible, 
to relieve them of their high premiums on jockey 
insurance. 

What, therefore, is the solution of the problem ? 
It is my opinion that the best type of policy is one 
that will cover every rider in each race as well as 
during the morning exercise period. Under this 
coverage we must see that the jockeys receive 
proper compensation so that they will not be des- 
titute, in the event that they are injured; that 
they will be furnished with the proper hospital 
and medical care; and that their families will not 
be without support. 

The next question that presents itself is: Who 
shall pay the premium? Shall the race track 
owner pay? Shall the jockeys pay? Or shall the 
owners of horses be obliged to carry insurance? 
After all, we must not forget that those “putting 
on the show” are the associations who own the 
race tracks. They invite the public and charge 
admission to the tracks. Should they not be re- 
quired to pay the premium, instead of the owners 
who employ the jockeys ? 

This Guild desires to solve this very problem. 
We agree that insurance on jockeys should be se- 
cured. Every owner, every association, and every 
commission desires and urges it. Let us assume, 
for the sake of argument, that the premium to 
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cover jockeys during the exercise and racing 
periods, is approximately $100 a day for seven 
races. It might be advisable to have the premium 
for such protection paid by track owners and 
horse owners jointly. It might also be advisable 
to have the equivalent sum toward insurance 
premiums donated to this Guild, and the Guild 
would pay the insurance premium for jockeys all 
over the country. 


I respectfully recommend for your kind con- 
sideration that a plan be evolved whereby the 
riders would be covered by insurance in such a 
manner that not alone will their families and es- 
tates receive a sum of money, in the event of 
death, but also the horse owner, if possible, will be 
compensated in the event that his horse is injured 
or killed during a race. 


I believe that the premium should be divided, 
for each of these races, among the track owners, 
the horse owners, and the jockeys, and that the 
policy I have in mind should be broken down in 
such a manner that the jockey be required to pay 
that part of the premium which will give his es- 
tate and family protection in the event of death. 
The balance of the premium would be paid by the 
track owner and the horseman, and should be 
taken from the winning, place, and show purse. 
Such a division of the premium would be equitable 
and would not constitute a burden on any one 
category of the industry. 


I do not believe that there is a horseman alive 
today who would object to having taken out of 
the winning purse, a portion towards jockey in- 
surance. That portion would be about $8. I know 
there is not a track owner in this country who 
would not be willing to contribute $5 or $6 to- 
wards the premium in each race for jockey in- 
surance. 


Horse racing is now going on in about 21 states 
of the Union, and it is expanding very rapidly. 
More and more riders are becoming jockeys. The 
question of jockey insurance is therefore a vital 
and important one. 


This Guild is anxious to join hands with the 
distinguished racing commissions and horsemen 
throughout the country, to work out a plan that 
will solve this problem. The jockeys are willing 
to contribute their own money towards the es- 
tablishment of an insurance company, if neces- 
sary, to write these policies, provided we receive 
the cooperation of you distinguished gentlemen 
and the associations in your states. You can call 
upon us at any time to assist in every way pos- 
sible in the solving of this vital problem. 

I cannot close this talk without expressing, on 
behalf of all the officers and members of this 
Guild, their deep appreciation to Mr. William 
Woodward, chairman of the board of directors of 
The Jockey Club, for his kind advice and guidance 
to us in our efforts. He has been splendid in his 
cooperation. 

I also desire to express my personal gratitude, 
and that of all the officers and members of this 
Guild, to Mr. Marshall Cassidy, steward of the 
New York State Racing Commission, for his kind 
cooperation and assistance to us in our efforts. 
He has been approached daily by the officers, 
directors, and counsel of this Guild, for his ad- 
vice and guidance, and he has never failed to give 
us the benefit of his vast experience in horse rac- 
ing, to aid us in our activities. He has always 
tried to steer us on the right course. 

We have a very able and experienced jockey 
at the head of this organization, namely Mr. 
Harry C. Richards. We also have among our of- 
ficers and directors: Lester Balaski, Edward Ar-

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


NEW YORK 


Up to Saratoga 


N July 27 the metropolitan phase of New 

York racing ended temporarily, and the sport 
moves upstate to noisy, crowded, old-fashioned 
Saratega, a curiously divided resort town where 
half of the summer population goes to the races 
and the other half sits on porches and watches it 
go. Racing opened at the historic track on July 
29, with the Flash Stakes and the American 
Legion Handicap beginning the 31-stakes pro- 
gram which will be offered there. 

At Empire City, where racing had just ended, 
operators could look with complacency upon their 
most successful season, and indeed upon what 
may be the most successful meeting of the year 
in New York. The closing Saturday was some- 
what below the other three, but the pari-mutuel 
turnover for the 24-day meeting was $16,233,786, 
for a daily average of $676,408. The only track 
which has bettered the total is Belmont Park, 
which had betting of $16,655,270 during a 24-day 
meeting, and Belmont, on most of its days, had a 
steeplechase in addition to its seven flat races, 
whereas Empire City had a uniform seven-race 
program. Empire City raised its distribution 
considerably this year, but remains well below 
that of Belmont Park, so its profits should be 
considerably larger. 

The two stakes on Empire City’s closing day 
were the Yonkers and Wakefield Handicaps. Both 
resulted in upsets, as did six of the day’s seven 
races, and the closing day crowd had the doubt- 
ful pleasure of seeing four odds-on favorites de- 
feated. The Yonkers went, for the second year 
in succession, to Mrs. B. F. Whitaker’s Sickle T., 
5-year-old gelding by *Sickle, with the odds-on 
He Did running fourth. The Wakefield went to 
Big Stakes, from the first crop of foals by 
Psychic Bid, with Blensign, at 7 to 10, finishing 
second. A maiden 2-year-old race was won by 
Parkwood Stable’s Teddy Wrack, by *Bull Dog, 
with the odds-on Flagscot a length behind him. 
And in a Class C handicap Asp, at 8 to 10, was 
beaten two lengths by Mrs. Dion K. Kerr’s True 
Call, a Trace Call filly. There was one other non- 
claiming event on the card, and in this, a Grade 
D sprint, the only winning favorite of the day 
came through, B. F. Whitaker’s Last Frontier, a 
Kilmer-bred son of Sun Beau. 

Saratoga had seven stakes up for decision dur- 
ing its first week. In addition to the two on open- 
ing day, there is the weight-for-age Wilson at 
one mile on July 30, the Saranac for 3-year-olds 
at a mile on July 31, the Test for 3-year-old fillies 
on August 2, and the United States Hotel Stakes 
and Saratoga Handicap on the first Saturday, 
August 3. 


Big Stakes Beats Blensign 


With most of the better 2-year-olds at Arling- 
ton Park for the Futurity, the Wakefield Handi- 
cap ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 534 furlongs) at 
Empire City July 27 drew a small field, in which 
the only previous stakes winner was H. G. Bed- 
well’s Blensign (126). Blensign was made an 
odds-on favorite, was perhaps unlucky to lose. 
Jackey Charley Corbett, on the second choice, 
Arnold Hanger’s Big Stakes (120), had his mount 
out of the gate fast, and immediately opened up 
a good lead.

Arnold Hanger, having upset the odds-on favor- 
ite in the Wakefield Handicap with Big Stakes, 
got the reverse of this experience in the next race, 
the Yonkers Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 114g miles), when his He Did (129) went 
under to a band of lower-weighted horses, and 
ended his six-race string of victories. Backed 
confidently at 814 to 10, He Did found the weight 
and the distance too great. 

At the start G. H. Bostwick’s Nellie Bly (108), 
4-year-old Chance Shot filly, set a blazing pace, 
and as she built up a four-length lead in the first 
six furlongs it seemed that she might steal the 
race.

T. went on to win by three lengths in time which 
set a new track record. Maxwell Howard’s The 
Chief (114;, closing with a burst of speed in the 
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last furlong, failed by a head to catch the filly, 
and was third. He Did was a half-length farther 
back in fourth place. *Isolater (123), Cacodemon, 
and Straight Lead completed the field. Time, 
12336, :4735, 1:1226, 1:3725, 1:4345 (new track 
record), track fast. Stakes division, $7,425, 
$1,500, $750, $375. 

History was repeating itself with minor varia- 
tions in the Yonkers. Sickle T. won it last year, 
and both He Did and *Isolater were in the beaten 
field, finishing second and third respectively. Be- 
tween the runnings Sickle T. had picked up 11 
pounds, He Did had 13 more than last year, so 
the respective form of the two was accurately 
confirmed. Sickle T. did not race at two. At 
three, four, and five he has started 40 times, won 
15 races, finished second five times, third five 
times, and has earned $45,280. In addition to the 
Yonkers last year he also won Champlain and 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicaps. This season 
he had not won before he came to Empire City, 
now has three straight successes behind him. He 
was foaled at Calumet Farm, Lexington, on 
March 6, 1935. Tea won at two and three and is 
also dam of the winners Little Nap, Mixed Tea, 
Taoist, and Blue Spur. Hostess also produced 
the winners Happy Hours, Greta, and Flying Max, 
and the producer Wild Girl. Danceress produced 
six winners and the producer Alada Chica. She 
was half-sister to Joe Madden (Belmont, Dwyer, 
Juvenile Stakes, Brookdale Handicap, Los An- 
geles Derby) and Handsel (White Plains Handi- 
cap and sire). 


Belmont Fall Stakes 


The addition of a $50,000 added New York 
Handicap to Belmont Park’s fall stakes roster 
was announced some time ago. Other changes 
in the stakes program were made public a few 
weeks later, the most important of which is the 
lengthening of the Ladies’ Handicap from one 
mile to 114 miles, and the increasing of the purse 
from $5,000 to $15,000. A new stakes, named in 
memory of the late W. S. Vosburgh, is the Vos- 
burgh, a $5,000 added sprint at seven furlongs. 
The Champagne Stakes, raised from $5,000 to 
$10,000, has been lengthened to one mile (former- 
ly 614 furlongs), and it will be run on the closing 
Saturday, after the Futurity, instead of as a 
preparation for that event. The Manhattan Han- 
dicap, a 114-mile event, also has had its endow- 
ment increased, from $7,500 to $10,000. 


Such events as the Matron Stakes, Futurity, 
and Jockey Club Geld Cup, being early-closing 
races, will be unchanged, as will be the Fall High- 
weight Handicap and the Jerome Handicap. Bel- 
mont Park usually has two claiming stakes on 
its fall program, and no announcement concern- 
ing them has been made. 
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Improvements at Washington Park 


A number of changes and improvements have 
been announced at Washington Park, which 
opened its summer meeting July 29. The track will 
have a seating capacity of 18,000 this year, a con- 
siderable increase over the capacity last year. 
Three new 42-stall barns have keen added to the 
stabling area, and new terraces have been added 
at the ends of the grandstand and club house 
areas, providing additional space for patrons.

CALIFORNIA 
Last Week 


ITH its two richest events over, the Holly- 

wood Derby and the Hollywood Gold Cup, 
Hollywood Park is now in the last week of its 
summer meeting, the most successful in the 
track’s three-year existence. Chief remaining 
event is the 1!4-mile Sunset Handicap, with a 
$20,000 added purse. Challedon has been given 
135 pounds for it, but is not a certain starter. 
*Kayak II will have 131. Specify, which has dif- 
ficulty getting 1!, miles, will have 116 if he at- 
tempts the mile and one-half trip, and Can't Wait 
will have 113. 

Hollywood Cup day, attracting a crowd of 
some 50,000, set a new betting record, taking the 
track past the $1,000,000 mark for the first time. 
The total was $1,142,851, raising the total, for 46 
days of racing (including four charity days) to 
$23,127,863, a daily average of $502,780. This 
average is hardly likely to drop during the clos- 
ing week, and the meeting is thus far ahead of 
last year, when the daily average was $426,736. 

Monday of last week was a charity day, with 
the American Legion taking the proceeds. A 
$1,500 Class C race for 3-year-olds was the best 
offering; it was won by Mrs. A. E. Spratt’s En- 
thrall, a full brother to Case Ace. On Tuesday a 
$2,000 race at one mile went to A. T. Winmill’s 
Son of War, a 3-year-old colt by War Whoop. A 
sprint for California-breds was the best race on 
Wednesday, and Harry Unna’s Justice M., by 
*Justice F., was the winner. A $2,000 handicap 
on Thursday was won by C. S. Howard’s Hy 
Camp, by Hygro, and the best race on Friday. a 
$1,200 allowance race for 3-year-olds, went to H. 
F. Haldeman’s Jacsteal, by *Jacopo. 

The Gold Cup, on July 27, drew an excellent 
field in Challedon, *Kayak II, Can't Wait, and 
Specify, and a few others with outside chances. 
Specify made the pace, as was expected, and 
lasted into the last furlong. *Kayak II failed to 
show much in the drive but Challedon, running 
one of his best races, cut the field down in the 
last three furlongs to win easily and to set a new 
track record of 2:02 for the distance. He earned 
$36,200 for his fine effort, and increased his earn- 
ings to $294,435, taking seventh place among 
American money winners. 


Entry Is One-Three 


Hollywood Park, at which a yearling sale is 
held each year, last season offered the first run- 
ning of the California Breeders’ Sales Stakes 
($3,000 added, 2-year-olds, 51. furlongs), a 
counterpart of the Saratoga Sales Stakes in that 
only horses sold as yearlings in the California 
sale are eligible. The first running went to Circle 
M Ranch’s Red Chip, a $1,000 yearling purchase. 
To win the second running, on July 17, the buyer 
had to go a little higher, $1,050 being the price 
which Iron Mountain Stable paid for Iron Judge 
(122). 

There were eight starters, with Iron Judge 
coupled with ancther yearling purchase, Iron 
George (122), which cost $575. The entry was 
second choice to Loma Rica Rancho’s Over Gold 
(122), a *Soon Over gelding which cost $700. 
Over Gold started fast, drew clear of the field, 
with Iren Gecrge, by Enoch, his closest pursuer, 
while Iron Judge, ridden by Jockey E. Rodriguez, 
was outrun, dropping back to sixth place. Iron 
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Judge improved his position steadily however, 
came very fast through the stretch and caught 
the leaders weakening. He got to Over Gold in 
the last 70 yards, won by a half-length, and was 
drawing away. Iron George held third place, 
three lengths away, and Pinkerton Brothers’ 
Barsand (122), a $325 Bargello colt, took fourth 
place. In order followed Bridgita (119, $300), 
Lady Play (119, $2,000), With Us (122, $135), and 
Judy’s Flash (119, $125). Time, :2315, :4735, 
1:00, 1:0635, track fast.

Big Flash's Big Moment 


Patrons at Hollywood Park on July 20 managed 
to separate the solid contenders from the rest of 
the field for the third Hollywood Derby ($25,000 
added, 3-year-olds, 11, miles), but got them defi- 
nitely in the wrong order. C. S. Howard’s Mio- 
land (118), the even-money favorite, ran fourth. 
H. C. Hill’s second choice Sweepida (122) ran 
third. The winner, French Lick Springs Stable’s 
Big Flash (114), was the third choice, would not 
have been had he not been coupled with J. H. 
Whitney’s Woof Woof (122) to form an entry. 
W. B. Simpson's Weigh Anchor (114), fourth 
choice under the circumstances, was second. 

A. T. Winmill’s Son of War (114), a consistent 
sprinter but a dubious distance contender, made 
the early pace, with Royal Crusader (114) drop- 
ping in behind him. Sweepida, rated nicely, was 
in third place, and Mioland and Weigh Anchor 
were forwardly placed. Big Flash, with E. Rod- 
riguez in the saddle, was far back, and for six 
furlongs he was next to last in the 11-horse field. 
Son of War shook off Royal Crusader after a 
mile, but was challenged at once by Sweepida, and 
gave way badly in the next furlong. Weigh An- 
chor and Mioland moved up for the drive, and Big 
Flash, going well to the outside, began picking up 
the stragglers. At the furlong-pole he did not 
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seem to have a chance. Sweepida was leading by 
two lengths, Son of War was second but dropping 
back, Mioland and Weigh Anchor were closing 


well, and Big Flash was sixth, some four lengths.

Arlington to Washington 


HE 30-day Arlington Park meeting, the first 

under the new ownership, ended July 27, with 
the Arlington Futurity and seven claiming races 
making up the last day’s program, a muddy track 
taking a good deal of class from the card. The 
Futurity went rather surprisingly to Cleaveland 
Putnam’s Swain, which ran very well to come 
from behind the field and win convincingly. 

The Arlington Park meeting was apparently a 
very successful one. Figures on wagering are 
not yet available, but the track has announced 
several times that the betting is well ahead of 
that in 1939, and the closing day crowd, of 25,000, 
was also an increase over that of the correspond- 
ing day last season. Arlington made several in- 
creases in its distribution this year, so that a 
part of the profits were passed on to horsemen. 

On July 29 racing begins at Washington Park, 
which will have a 31-day meeting ending on Labor 
Day, September 2. Last year the Washington 
Park meeting was a secondary one, the racing 
and distribution being a rather poor second to 
that at Arlington Park. But this year sees the 
first season of a determined effort to raise the 
class of racing there to Arlington Park’s level, 
and to give the Chicago district 60 days of first- 
class racing. The Washington Park Futurity was 
revived, as was the American Derby, which will 
have an added value of $40,000 this year, and the 
Washington Park Handicap, formerly a routine 
$5,000 affair, was raised to $25,000 and becomes 
one of the summer’s more important handicap 
events. Furthermore it was announced a week 
ago that the planned minimum purses of $800 
would be raised to $1,000. 

The Chicago Handicap, a $5,000 added event 
for 3-year-olds and up at six furlongs, the first 
stakes event of the meeting, will be run August 
3. The American Derby comes the following 
Saturday, and the week before it will be given 
over to a reconstruction of the period of the 
‘nineties at Washington Park. This begins on

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Sunday, August 4, when the track will hold a 
program open to the public, featured by a stag- 
ing of the first American Derby (1884), with 
jockeys wearing the colors of the first owners to 
run for the event, and with “vehicles of the day 
dotting the landscape.’”’ The race will be “fixed,” 
of course, for the animal chosen to represent 
Modesty, the first winner, and it is to be hoped 
that the elected winner manages to get home in 
front. The Chicago Historical Society and other 
orgenizations are cooperating with the track in 
other features during the week, and there will 
be exhibits, at various Chicago libraries, muse- 
ums, and the like, bearing on the early history of 
the American Derby. 


The New Leader 


First of the richer 2-year-old specials is the 
Arlington Futurity ($20,000 added, 2-year-olds, 
six furlongs), which had its ninth running on 
August 27 at Arlington Park. There had been 
425 yearlings nominated to the event when en- 
tries closed September 15, 1938. When the sec- 
ond payment was made in January 1940, 199 
were kept eligible, and when the third payment 
was made in May there were 107 left. Out of 
this lot there were 13 overnight entries, and be- 
fore post time Alfred Vanderbilt's New World 
was withdrawn, leaving 12 starters. 


One of the heaviest nominators was Valdina 
Farm, which had kept 13 2-year-olds eligible to 
the race, and of these Valdina Groom (117), an 
Osculator colt, was selected to carry the stable’s 
maroon silks. It was Valdina Groom which 
broke fastest out of the gate, with J. E. Oros in 
the saddle. Swing and Sway (117), an Equipoise 
colt which had won his only previous start, was 
the first to go along with him, but after a quar- 
ter-mile he began falling back and ultimately 
finished last. Cuantos (117), a son of *Quatre 
Bras II, was the next to go up to the leader. He 
hung on into the stretch, then tired. He had been 
forced to lose ground to gain his position, and 
the effort was too much for him. Valdina Groom, 
which had been forced to race hard to keep his 
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Saturday, August 3, 1940 


lead, at length drew clear and at the furlong-pole 
he was leading by a length. 

When the field had passed the half-mile pole, 
Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway (117), a son of 
*Blenheim II out of Reaping Reward’s dam, had 
but one horse beaten, and that was Cleaveland 
Putnam’s roan Swain (117), a son of Mr. 
Putnam’s stallion Ladysman. Whirlaway began 
improving his position on the back stretch, but 
Swain trailed for a full half-mile, ran through 
the field on the stretch turn, went to the outside 
for the drive. At the eighth-pole four horses 
were bunched behind the pacemaker. The tiring 
Cuantos was second, a half-length ahead of Mill 
River Stable’s *Bull Dog colt War Result (117), 
which had been forwardly placed throughout, and 
just behind him were Whirlaway and Swain, with 
the latter fully extended on the outside. The 
roan colt came with a fine rush, swept past the 
field and out into an unbeatable lead. Though 
Jockey Johnny Adams was easing him at the 
finish, he won by five and a half lengths. Valdina 
Groom was tiring at the end, but he managed to 
hold off Whirlaway, which had got into close 
quarters, and beat him a nose for second place. 
Three-fourths of a length farther back was War 
Result, which also had been crowded in the drive. 
Behind him in order followed Kansas (117), At- 
tention (122), Cuantos, New Englander (114), 
Alaking (117), Kansas City (117), Mettlesome 
(117), and Swing and Sway. Attention, heavily 
favored in the betting, was meeting his first de- 
feat in three starts; he held a prominent position 
most of the way, was as close as third before

Cleaveland Putnam bought Ladysman in No- 
vember, 1935, from W. R. Coe, who had bred him 
and had won $134,260 with him, including the 
Arlington Futurity, Hopeful Stakes, and other 
races. Ladysman was second to *Azucar in the 
first Santa Anita Handicap, and it was Mr. Put- 
nam’s hope to prepare him for the 1936 renewal. 
A few weeks before the race, however, he suf- 
fered a ruptured suspensory ligament and was 
retired from racing, going to Henry Knight’s 
Almaburst Farm, near Nicholasville, Ky., under 
lease to Mr. Knight, with option to purchase. His 
first crop was foaled in 1938, and last year 12 of 
them were sold at Saratgoa. Mr. Putnam was 
naturally a bidder, got three of them. Not in- 
cluded was Swain, knocked down for $2,500 to 
Millsdale Stable, which thus has the record of 
being the purchaser of the last two Arlington 
Futurity winners, Andy K. being the other. 
Whether Anthony Pelleteri, doing the Millsdale 
Stable bidding, was acting for Mr. Putnam at the 
time, or resold him the colt later, is not public, 
but at all events Swain began his racing career 
under Mr. Putnam’s colors. He won his maiden 
victory at Santa Anita Park last winter, had not 
won again until last Saturday, though he had 
been four times second in good races. In all he 
has started 10 times, won two races, finished sec- 
ond four times, and has earned $36,645, and is 
thus the leading 2-year-old winner of the season 
thus far. He is engaged in some of the late- 
closing events at Saratoga, but is not in Grand 
Union, United States Hotel, or Hopeful Stakes. 
He does hold engagements in the Belmont, New 
England, Pimlico, and Breeders’ Futurities. 

Swain was foaled April 28, 1938, at Almahurst, 
and was one of the first crop of any size which 
that farm offered at Saratoga. He is the first 
winner of the Arlington Futurity by a winner of 
that race. Ladysman won the inaugural running

MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs Closes 


VEN 60-day race meetings come to an end, 

and on July 27 Suffolk Downs completed its 
long summer session, found itself slightly ahead 
of 1939 in pari-mutuel turnover, and presumably 
in attendance also. The last day was disappoint- 
ing as compared with that in 1939, and although 
a crowd of 25,000 was reported, the wagering 
totaled $459,774, which represented a drop of 
about $103,000 from last year. But for the entire 
meeting, the turnover was $22,447,252, making 
the daily average $374,121. Last year the total 
was $22.274.315, the average $371,238. The in- 
crease was the more remarkable because the first 
weeks of the meeting were affected by rain and 
cold weather, and the meeting was at one time 
nearly $750,000 behind last year. 

The Puritan Handicap featured the closing day, 
and in it Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Upstream sur- 
prised with a good performance in new track 
record time, as the favorite, Belair Stud’s Fene- 
lon, though running a far better race than he did 
in the Massachusetts Handicap, could no no better 
than second, after leading nearly all the way. 
A supporting event also went to Mrs. Denemark, 
whose Prairie Dog, 6-year-old *Bull Dog gelding, 
won a $2,000 overnight sprint handicap. Jockey 
A. Bodiou was up on both of the Denemark win- 
ners, took riding honors for the day. The only 
other non-claiming event on the closing card was 
for maiden 2-year-olds, and the winner was Dix- 
iana’s Wire-Tapper, by *Ksar from the fine race 
mare Mata Hari. 

Racing in New England moves now to Rock- 
ingham Park, which opened a 24-day meeting on 
July 29. There was no stakes event on opening 
day, but two stakes events will be decided during 
the first week. The Salem Stakes, for 2-year-old 
fillies, at five furlongs, for a $2,500 added purse, 
will be run July 31, and the Tomlin Handicap, a 
$4,000 added sprint for 3-year-olds and up will be 
decided on the first Saturday of the meeting, 
August 3. 


Upstream's First Stakes 


Track records went down at all of the major 
tracks last Saturday except at Arlington Park, 
where the strip was muddy. Oddly, two of the 
records broken were held by the C. S. Howard 
cracks, Seabiscuit and *Kayak II. On the West 
Coast Challedon erased *Kayak II’s 114,-mile¢ 
mark in the Hollywood Gold Cup, and at Suffolk 
Downs, within sight of the Atlantic, Mrs. Emil 
Denemark’s Upstream (109) cut one-fifth of a 
second from Seabiscuit’s 11,-mile track record, 
in the Puritan Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1% miles). 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Belair Stud’s entry of Fenelon (3, 108) and 
*Bosley (118) was favored, and Fenelon did all 
but justify his backing, failing only in the last 
few yards. He was away well, had the speed to 
take a long lead over the field, with Aethelwold 
(110) being the closest to him for the first half- 
mile. After that distance, Upstream, which had 
been rated in fifth place, moved up briskly to take 
second place. He cut steadily into Fenelon’s mar- 
gin, caught him inside the furlong-pole. Fenelon 
held on well, and a hard duel resulted, with Up- 
stream getting a neck the better of it. Circle M 
Stable’s Big Pebble (113) was third, two lengths 
behind the leaders, and Mrs. W. R. Flemming’s 
Loveday (113) was a poor fourth, four lengths 
farther back. In order followed Aethelwold, Star 
Boarder (108), and *Bosley. Time, :2335, :47, 
1:1045, 1:3635, 1:4844 (new track record), track 
fast. Stakes division, $6,825, $1,500, $750, $350.

Upstream, imported in utero, was foaled at 
John Hay Whitney’s farm, Lexington, on April 
14, 1935. He has started 53 times, won eight 
races, finished second six times, third five times, 
and has earned $14,535. He had not previously 
won a stakes. *Flying Fish II, imported in 1934, 
did not race. In England she produced the win- 
ners Flying Argosy, Fancy Fish, and *Moon Fly 
(also producer), and the producer Arctic Flight. 
Her only foal got in the United States is North 
Sea, a 1940 2-year-old which has not yet won. 
*Flying Fish II was sold in the Lexington Fall 
Sales of 1938, went to T. E. Powers for $125. 
Brown Trout also produced the winners Trout- 
ford (on the flat and over hurdles), Fishpool (in 
India), Silver Trout (in England and South 
Africa), and Northleigh. Whitebait won over 
jumps and also produced the winners Duncher, 
Dunsinea, Antios, and White Trout.

*Sun Briar and Exterminator will be pensioned 
for the remainder of their lives, and Sun Beau 
will be put out on lease. Mrs. Kilmer said that 
she plans to keep a small stable, to run under the 
nom de course of Fairfields Stable. 

No definite plans for the dispersal, which will 
be one of the largest for many years, have been 
announced.

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He Did's Last Season 


RNOLD HANGER’S He Did, unbeaten in his 

first five starts this year, and a high-class 
winner in several seasons, will fill his engage- 
ments this year, and will be retired to stud at 
Hartland Stud, near Versailles, Ky., for the 1941 
season, it was announced last week. An advertise- 
ment elsewhere in this issue calls attention to the 
stallion, which will stand at a rate of $300 for a 
live foal. 

He Did was bred by the late Silas B. Mason, and 
was foaled May 12, 1933. He was taken to Sara- 
toga with other Duntreath yearlings, and was 
knocked down to L. C. Johnson for $900. He ap- 
parently was bought in, for as a 2-year-old he ap- 
peared under the silks of Mrs. Mason, for whom 
he won the Santa Anita Derby at three. He raced 
in the Kentucky Derby of 1936, and was unplaced, 
the victim of a curious occurrence. He began in 
front, was second most of the way, dropped back 
to fourth as Bold Venture and Brevity began 
their drives. On the last turn an over-enthusias- 
tic spectator leaned over the inside rail and 
snatched the whip from Charley Kurtsinger’s 
hands. He Did did not look like winning the race, 
but he might have had a place had Kurtsinger 
been able to drive his mount. At four He Did 
won the Bay Shore Handicap and the Christmas 
Stakes, and at five he won the Interborough Han- 
dicap, placed in others. At six he did not win a 
stakes, though he was second in Fleetwing and 
Yonkers, third in Toboggan Handicap. This year 
he has won Wilmington, Queens County, Carter, 
the Fleetwing Handicaps. Altogether, from 51 
starts, he has won 18 races, finished second or 
third 16 times, and has earned $79,095. 

He Did is a son of Victorian, a grand race 
horse whose death, in 1934, after siring four crops 
of foals was a genuine loss. Victorian got 75 
foals and 54 of them were winners, most of them 
winners in repeated seasons, and seven stakes 
winners were among them, including Can’t Wait 
and Valevictorian, as well as Gillie, which won 
the Santa Anita Derby the year before He Did 
took it. He is out of the excellent producer Dinah 
Did, which foaled nine winners, also including 
the stakes winner and producer Dinah Did Upset, 
from 11 foals. Only two of her winners failed to 
win in more than one season, and the durable 
Belarion raced up to eight, winning 20 races. 


Boatswain Goes to Cuba 


It was anncunced last week that the Cromwell 
Bloodstock Agency, acting for Walter M. Jef- 
fords, had sold the stallion Boatswain to Ray- 
mond Crusellas, of Havana, Cuba. The horse was 
shipped from Lexington July 25 to Miami, and 
will then go by boat to his destination. 

Boatswain, 11-year-old son of Man o’ War— 
Baton, by Hainault, raced only at three, winning 
three of his six starts, including the Withers 
Stakes, and he was third in the Preakness. Re- 
tired to stud in 1933, he has sired the stakes win- 
ner Dream Boat, the steeplechaser Steve Brody, 
and a number of other winners. Last winter he 
was leased to Malcolm B. Stone, of Boston, for 
the 1940 season, with option to purchase. The 
war situation caused Mr. Stone to decline to ex- 
ercise the option, and the stallion was returned 
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to Kentucky. Mr. Crusellas had been interested 
in the horse before the lease was made, and had 
confirmed the sale by telephone before Boatswain 
got back to his former home.

Keeneland Asks for Dates 


PPLICATION for dates for a 10-day fall 

meeting, opening October 8 and closing Oc- 
tober 19, with no racing on Monday, was made 
recently by the Keeneland Association, and it is 
likely that the dates will be granted. Plans for 
the meeting, however, are being withheld until 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission officially 
approves the dates. 

It has heen customary to hold the Lexington 
Fall Sales during the first week of the Keeneland 
meeting, but Thomas B. Cromwell, Kentucky rep- 
resentative of Fasig-Tipton Company, said last 
week that this year the sales would be held dur- 
ing the second week, opening on October 14, and 
continuing for four evenings and four mornings, 
or more if the number of horses warrants an in- 
crease. 

It had been decided that the Thoroughbred 
Club’s annual dinner would be held during the 
second week, to get it out of the way of the 
sales. With the sales moved to the second week, 
it is likely that the dinner will be held during 
Keeneland’s first week. 


Thoroughbred Club Dinner 


President Thomas Carr Piatt announced from 
Chicago July 27 that Warren Wright, owner of 
Calumet Farm, had accepted an invitation to be 
the guest of honor at the ninth testimonial dinner 
given by the Thoroughbred Club of America. 
President Piatt had gone to Chicago to deliver 
the invitation personally (and to see the Arling- 
ton Futurity). 

The annual dinner is given by the Thorough- 
bred Club in honor of an individual who has de- 
served the club’s attention because of services to 
the Turf. Previous guests, in the order in which 
they were invited, were Col. E. R. Bradley, J. E. 
Widener, Desha Breckinridge, William Wood- 
ward, Johnson N. Camden, Samuel D. Riddle, Mrs. 
Payne Whitney, and Major Carleton F. Burke. 
The dinner will be held during the Keeneland fall 
meeting, on a date not yet decided. 

Mr. Wright, compared with the previous guests, 
is a newcomer to Thoroughbred breeding. In 
1931, after the death of his father, W. M. Wright, 
who founded Calumet Farm as a Standardbred 
nursery in 1925, the present owner sold off the 
trotters, began building up a Thoroughbred es- 
tablishment. At present Calumet Farm is one of 
the show places of central Kentucky, with Bos- 
tonian, Chance Play, Hadagal, and Bull Lea in 
service there. Mr. Wright also owns an interest 
in *Blenheim IT. 

Until this year, R. D. McMahon was manager 
of the farm, and Mr. Wright, though a frequent 
visitor at the farm, spent a great deal of his 
time in Chicago, where his business interests 
were centered. With the resignation of Mr. Mc- 
Mahon, Mr. Wright has taken active charge of the 
farm, now spends the greater part of his time in 
Lexington.

Soda and Acid 


HE tenant of these columns was once placed 
in contact with a routine course in chemistry, 
without any noticeable effect. In fact about the 
entire increment of the experience was the settled 
conviction that if you fiddled with things long 
enough, they would blow up. But one fact stuck 
in mind: an acid solution would turn blue litmus 
paper red, and an alkaline solution would turn 
red litmus paper blue. Doubtless this is a shift- 
ing world, but this fact has remained true, and 
this observer was thus able to follow the discus- 
sion which led up to the following observations. 
A Thoroughbred breeder of my acquaintance, 
who is also a physician, remarked a few days 
ago that he had nine mares and got nine foals 
from them this year, and that they were all ap- 
parently in foal again this year. This is a re- 
markable record, in view of the fact that on a 
large farm a manager feels that he has done 
quite well to get 80 to 85 per cent of his mares 
in foal. Acid secretions, said the doctor, were 
what he watched out for. This could as well have 
been Greek, but armed with that small solid fact 
about litmus paper, I went on to get the whole 
story. Possibly a good many breeders have 
heard it before; it was new to me, and possibly 
there is a reader here and there to whom it also 
will be new. 

In 1939 the nine mares aforesaid were each 
bred once and returned to the farm. Five of them 
proved to be in foal, and this year produced one 
colt and four fillies. The other four mares were 
tested, with litmus paper, and in each case it 
proved that the moisture (secretions, if you like) 
in the vaginal tract was of an acid nature. So 
the four mares were washed out with a soda 
solution. How strong a solution? About half a 
box in a bucket of water, which is the kind of 
chemical solution I like, never having cared for 
milligrams and centimeters. The four were each 
bred again, and this time got in foal. In 1939 
three of them produced colts, the other a filly. 

The reasoning which led to the use of the soda 
had been based upon microscopic observation. If 
a field of live spermatozoa (continued the doctor) 
were treated with a mild vinegar solution, the 
spermatozoa would stop moving. If they were 
then treated with a soda solution they would start 
again. An acid condition, then, inhibited the 
action of spermatozoa, and consequently reduced 
the chances of conception materially. The soda 
wasn't used for its own sake, but simply to 
neutralize the acid condition. What led to the 
idea of putting vinegar on live spermatozoa in the 
first place wasn’t brought up, and is perhaps im- 
material anyway. 


Sex Control 


HIS all tied up with some observations on sex 

control, among smaller animals such as rats, 
guinea pigs, rabbits, and the like, which have, 
been mentioned from time to time in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, notably in the issue of last December 2, 
page 690. It had been claimed that females 
treated with a soda solution produced a prepon- 
derance of males, that those treated with a mild 
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lactic acid solution produced a preponderance of 
females. It sounded a little too simple to this 
observer, who likes his scientific problems com- 
plex enough to be passed on to experts. But in 
this case three out of four mares treated with 
sceda produced males. Four out of five mares not 
treated with soda produced females. Obviously 
the numbers are too small to permit the drawing 
of any conclusions, but the facts are corrobora- 
tive, as far as they go, of the findings of others 
who have experimented with sex control. 

The scientists who may be checking the work 
already done in this field have not yet announced 
their findings, but the information now available 
indicates, to a non-scientific observer, that there 
is definitely something in this method of sex con- 
trol by acid and soda treatments. And the tenant 
of these columns hopes to write the first stallion 
advertisement that reads: “$200 for mares treat- 
ed with lactic acid; $400 for mares treated with 
soda.” 


Shots at Random 


EFORE the Hollywood Gold Cup, Trainer Tom 

Smith was quoted as saying: ‘Nothing suits 
me better than to meet Challedon. I went back 
East hunting for him this spring. . . . We'll lick 
him good with *Kayak II.” If Trainer Smith said 
this, which I very much doubt, considering his 
reputation for both conservative and terse utter- 
ance, he is like the man who went hunting the 
bear. It was a fine hunt until he found one. ... 
July 27 must have been under the influence of 
Mercury. Track records were broken at Suffolk 
Downs, Empire City, Thistle Down, and Holly- 
wood Park. At Arlington Park, only other track 
of importance in operation, there was mud... . 
Newspaper stories on the Saratoga opening de- 
plored the small betting turnover, but added hand- 
somely, that there was “some real racing, 
though.” ... At the N. A. S. R. C. meeting, a pro- 
posal was made to deduct small amounts from 
purses and buy up and eliminate cheap horses at 
from $50 to $300. Why is it necessary to elim- 
inate a $50 horse? Let him stay around, and his 
owner will get tired of feeding him. . . . Challe- 
don must like to travel. He shipped into Keene- 
land for a special race last fall, and cracked the 
world record for 134g, miles. He practically got 
off the train onto the race track at Hollywood 
Park last week and set up a new track record for 
a mile and a quarter.

Summer Meeting, 


N the air-conditioned coolth of Le Perroquet 

Suite at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New 
York City on July 25 the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners sat down for its 
summer meeting and West Virginia's irrepres- 
sible Beverley Broun, replying to the welcoming 
address of President John Sloan, of the New York 
Commissicn, concluded his peroration with: “T 
don’t know how much business we are going to 
accemplish, but we are going to have a damn 
good time.” 

Mr. Broun the next day suited his action to his 
word. When President Sloan called on him for 
the report of the rules committee, Mr. Broun re- 
plied he had no report, and “Why not skip the 
whole thing ?’’ So Mr. Sloan skipped the whole 
thing. 

But Mr. Broun could have his levity without 
damaging the good reputation of the N. A. S. 
R. C., for the summer meetings of the organiza- 
tion are not so much for the purpose of getting 
something done as for organizing the work to be 
accomplished at the mid-winter meeting and gath- 
ering material toward that end, and there were 
no formal recommendations from other racing or- 
ganizations. So most of the meat in last week’s 
program appeared in capsule form, in speeches 
designed to instruct the commissioners or gain 
their approval. These speeches, as many of them 
as could be got into a crowded issue, will be found 
in other columns of THE BLOOD-HORSE, and some 
of those omitted will be published later. But dis- 
cussion looking toward immediate action was at 
a minimum, and most of the issues now before 
the organization, including an attempt at a uni- 
form rule on the new starting gate and a possible 
revision of the claiming rule, will not be acted on 
before the winter meeting to be held at Miami in 
January. 

Present for the meeting, besides President 
Sloan and Secretary Thomas R. Underwood, of 
Lexington, were J. Conway Hail, of Arkansas; 
Leonard Richards, William S. Potter, and William 
Ayres, of Delaware; Joseph R. Stein, of Florida; 
George H. Foster, of Illinois; Frank Small, Jr., 
and James F. Hayward, of Maryland; Charles F. 
Connors, of Massachusetts; William J. Dowling, 
of Michigan; William L. Phinney and Edward J. 
Maley, of New Hampshire; Louis A. Reilly, Wil- 
liam H. Cane, John R. Rogers, and Fred H. Ryan, 
of New Jersey; John F. Shevlin, secretary of the 
New York commission; I. J. Collins, of Ohio; 
Beverley Broun and Carl O. Schmidt, of West 
Virginia. 

The speeches made were generally very in- 
formative and provoking, and since a few of the 
Scheduled speakers failed to appear, there was 
plenty of time for those who did speak. 

Senator John J. Dunnigan, booked on the pro- 
gram as “Father of Mutuels,” recounted a portion 
of the story of New York’s change-over from 
bookmaking to pari-mutuels, gave the New York 
State Racing Commission a large share of the 
credit for the change, and indicated that he would 
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not feel altogether justified in his support of pari- 
mutuel betting until his prediction of $10,000,000 
a year in revenue had become a reality. 

Marshall Cassidy, steward representing the rac- 
ing commissions in New York and in Florida, 
made his usual report on identification, suggested 
that other states besides these ought to cooperate 
in making this system more complete; warned 
against the growing tendency to have racing sec- 
retaries double as stewards; and dropped in a 
word on behalf of jockeys. (Page 180.) 

Commenting on Mr. Cassidy’s paper, George 
Foster, secretary of the Illinois commission, ex- 
pressed approval of the Cassidy method of identi- 
fication, but indicated that it was too expensive 
for general use. “Some of us who haven’t the 
financial backing,” he said, ‘‘haven’t been able to 
go as far.” Mr. Foster is chairman of the com- 
mittee on identification, and he expects the com- 
mittee to make its recommendations to the winter 
meeting of the N. A. S. R. C. The committee, he 
indicated, has under consideration several plans, 
including the Cassidy system, branding, duplica- 
tion of the information contained in the applica- 
tion for registration, tongue printing, ‘finger- 
printing under the tail,” etc. 

William Ayres, secretary of the Delaware com- 
mission and chairman of the committee on jock- 
eys and apprentices, made a brief preliminary re- 
port on work in that field and introduced Joseph 
A. Phillips, special representative of an insurance 
company (Metropolitan Casualty Insurance Com- 
pany of New York), who had, Mr. Ayres said, 
worked through the Delaware Park meeting as a 
stable hand in order to see conditions first-hand. 
Mr. Phillips suggested for all jockeys a coverage 
of $5,000 in event of instant death, of $5,500 in 
event of total permanent disability, with $25 a 
week for 10 weeks on temporary injuries, plus 
hospitalization up to $250. His proposal as to 
the manner of paying the premiums on such a 
policy was unique. 

Mr. Phillips suggested that, instead of each 
jockey having a valet, at an average total cost of 
$168 a day (eight winning mounts at $3, 72 non- 
winners at $2), the track (or the jockeys) should 
hire 12 valets to serve whatever jockeys happened 
to be riding. These 12 valets, he estimated, could 
be hired for about $60. By adding an $80 daily 
premium to this $60 charge, he got a total of $140 
for valet service plus insurance, as against the 
estimate of $168 for present valet service. 

“This policy,” said Mr. Phillips, “is the most 
enlightened and benevolent force which the proj- 
ects of self-interest ever undertook.” 

Later in the meeting a telegram from Edwin 
James Brown, of Washington, former president 
of the N. A. S. R. C., recommended to the consid- 
eration of the commissioners the plan of insurance 
now in force at Longacres and British Columbia 
tracks, in which the premium is deducted from 
the purse, $8 from first money, $4 from second 
money, $2 from third money. 

One of the most interesting and provocative 
speeches of the meeting was that of Col. Thomas 
J. Johnson, formerly head of the Remount Service 
of the United States Army, now retired to his 
Polohunt Farm near Lexington. Colonel John- 
son set forth the military necessity of horses, and 
the necessity for Thoroughbred blood in creating 
good horses for military use. His speech, made 
the first day of the meeting, was supplemented 
the second day by the Horse and Mule Associa- 
tion’s dynamic Wayne Dinsmore, who, with half 
a dozen mathematical comparisons, demonstrated 
the absurdity of replacing the horse with mechan- 
ization in the peacetime occupations of America. 
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Other speakers included David C. Alexander, 
of the New York Morning Telegraph, who com- 
mented on the virtual impossibility of fixing a 
race; Col. Louis Landes, non-paid counsel for the 
non-profit Jockey’s Community Fund and Guild, 
Inc.; and Dr. E. M. Bond, of Man, W. Va., who 
proposed for the association’s consideration a 
comprehensive plan of health insurance, compen- 
sation, and welfare for virtually all the itinerant 
population of racing. 

Colonel Landes did not state the present mem- 
bership of the jockeys’ organization he repre- 
sents, nor did he comment on its present finan- 
cial condition, but he said that if adequate pro- 
tection is to be obtained, “it will be absolutely 
necessary that we at least receive a pat on the 
back from you.” Apparently in response to 
whispered fears on the part of his audience, he 
assured the commissioners that the jockeys’ or- 
ganization was “not affiliated with any labor or- 
ganization, nor formed for that purpose.” Presi- 
dent Sloan, commenting on Colonel Landes’ 
paper, expressed the opinion that racing associa- 
tions “could handle the premiums, and ought to.” 
(For Colonel Landes’ address see page 182.) 

A more comprehensive plan, in which jockey 
insurance was simply a detail, was that of Dr. 
Bond, whose humanitarian proposal was passed 
without comment, though President Sloan indi- 
cated that it would be taken under consideration 
and studied. Dr. Bond’s proposal for a non-profit 
organization embracing a three-fold program of 
group health, compensation, and welfare is set 
forth in tentative form on page 219. In his pre- 
liminary remarks Dr. Bond referred to the men 
who handle, feed, care for, exercise, ride, and 
otherwise work with race horses as one of the 
most thoroughly “forgotten” groups in America. 

Frank Small, Jr., of Maryland, chairman of the 
committee on starting, said that the various com- 
missions had “totally disagreed”’ on rules for the 
new starting gate, that an attempt would be 
made to find a compromise which could be recom- 
mended at the winter meeting for adoption gen- 
erally throughout the country. George Foster, 
chairman of the committees on identification and 
claiming, discussed these problems briefly, said 
a more complete statement could be made next 
winter. ‘Perhaps we have no adequate reason,” 
he said, “for changing the claiming rule, but let’s 
consider it, to determine whether we have reason 
or not.” The “gyps,” Mr. Foster said, are very 
well satisfied with the present claiming rule, and 
take it with a smile when they lose a horse, but 
the so-called higher-class trainers insist that a 
claimed horse ought not to be allowed to race 
anywhere for 30 days after being claimed. 

“If we could get all the racing secretaries in 
one room,” he said, ‘“‘and give them a very strong 
must, we might be able to work out something on 
this problem. In New York you already have 
more claiming races than you had before mutuels 
came in, and when you get to eight races a day—”’ 
At this peint President Sloan made a gesture to 
indicate that no such thing would happen, and 
Mr. Foster interrupted himself: ‘Don’t shake 
your head. We had that, too, over in Illinois.” 

President Sloan was about to drop his gavel 
and adjourn the meeting when William L. Phin- 
ney, commissioner from New Hampshire, rose to 
read a letter from Lou Smith, manager of the 
Rockingham Park race track. The gist of the 
letter was that there were too many horses on 
American race tracks, that there would still be 
too many if half a dozen new race tracks were 
suddenly onened. and that something ought to be 
done about it. Mr. Smith’s suggestion was that 
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“a very small per cent, possibly less than one 
per cent,” be taken from the purses at the vari- 
ous race tracks and applied to a fund which 
would be used to buy up, at prices ranging from 
$50 to $300, whatever horses might be chosen for 
elimination by a committee named for the pur- 
pose. 

The writer of these lines was asked by Mr. 
Sloan to comment on the suggestion made by Mr. 
Smith. He stated that he had in his pocket the 
text of a similar proposal which had been of- 
fered by Phil Bieber and approved by numerous 
officials and horsemen at Suffolk Downs, where 
the elimination movement appeared to have 
come to a head. He was glad to see the agitation 
started, but he felt that racing was too big, too 
subject to outside influences for an effective ar- 
tificial readjustment of its internal economics. 
Horses couldn’t be bought for $300, anyway, if 
their owners thought them worth $350. The 
main difficulty was that too many horses were 
being bred. 
one hand and encourage production on the other, 
as several states were doing. Only the pressure 
of economic necessity could effectively reduce the 
surplus of horses. And nothing, apparently, 
could keep people from breeding Thoroughbreds, 
Some people bred horses to make money, others 
bred them simply because they loved horses, and 
some apparently because they were being en- 
couraged to do so. It was a tough problem, and 
would require long and careful study.

HE honor of leading the broodmare sire list is 

frequently a posthumous one, though in 1939 
*Sir Gallahad III was first and Man o’ War third. 
Through July 27 of this year, however, seven of 
the first eight places are taken by stallions no 
longer living, *Sir Gallahad III being the other. 
High Time, sire of the dam of Eight Thirty, is 
well in front, with $179,415 in first monies earned 
by the produce of his daughters. Whisk Broom II 
is second, Seabiscuit being the best of his daugh- 
ters’ foals. Challedon’s victory at Hollywood 
Park on July 27 lifted *Sir Gallahad III to third 
place, and Friar Rock, a prominent broodmare 
sire for many years, is fourth, with such as Woof 
Woof, Loveday, and Masked General on his 
record. 

The following list includes the 50 leading brood- 
mare sires, first monies only considered, through 
July 27. The number of mares having winners 
this year is shown in the first column, followed by 
the number of their winners, the number of races 
and amount of first money won.

Proposal For 


GAIN and again we hear the same cry, “Do 

not ship, no stalls available.”” Where do all 
of the horses come from? The more tracks that 
we have the more horses there seem to be! Horses 
and more horses! Old ones, bad ones, broken 
down, bad-winded, patched-up, all kinds, and we 
never have stopped to ask ourselves the all-im- 
portant question, “How many of these animals 
belong in racing? They are occupying valuable 
space, cluttering up tracks wherever they go, 
placing jockeys’ and exercise boys’ lives in con- 
stant danger, getting a “long-shot play” from the 
public, with absolutely no chance of winning. 
And in no way can they be termed a benefit to 
the breed. 

The racing moguls have gone into everything 
pertaining to racing. They have appointed count- 
less committees, to look into this and that, but 
they have never breathed a syllable about means 
or methods of ridding the Turf of its greatest 
danger! The bad horse! 

There is no doubt in anyone’s mind that breed- 
ing of Thoroughbreds far exceeds the elimination 
of the animals. Because of the fact that there 
are so many tracks in the United States, no horse, 
unless he is dead, ever seems to be eliminated. 
How often do we see animals dropping down so 
far, that they are finally sent to the half-milers, 
only to return to the “big circuits” and begin all 
over. 

When one speaks of eliminating about 3,000 of 
the bad horses, we hear the cry that, “In the 
spring we do not have enough animals. If we 
eliminate that number what will happen then?” 
The truth of the matter is that if the 3,000 are 
taken out of racing, it will have no effect what- 
soever on the number of horses available for 
spring racing. The winter tracks can accommo- 
date only so many horses, and every winter 
thousands of animals are turned away because of 
the lack of space. When a person cannot find 
stabling room at a winter track, he must turn his 
horses out on farms, and try to get them up for 
racing in the spring. The elimination of horses 
will not create any shortage of winter racing ma- 
terial, and fewer animals will be turned out, and 
generally speaking the only horses ready to run, 
in the early spring, are those that were racing 
during the winter. The more winter tracks we 
have, the more spring horses we will have. 

Now the all-important fact for the breeders. 
Despite the fact that everyone wants a good 
horse, the tempo of the yearling sales must be 
slackened if the game remains overcrowded with 
horses. If we produce faster than we eliminate 
(as we are doing now) the point of saturation 
will soon be reached, if it hasn’t already been 
reached. So it is of great necessity for the breed- 
ers to become interested in this “elimination” 
idea, or have their products become stagnated. 

The owners and operators of racing plants 
must be interested, for it cannot benefit their 
tracks to have their stalls filled with “impos- 
sibles.” Also, it does not create friends to be 
forced to say, “Sorry, no room.” And, too, what 
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secretary likes to see the track filled with such a 
brand of animals to fill his book? When the 
tracks are burdened with these bad horses, the 
“extra’’ races become the features. 


The question now arises as to how we can 
eliminate the bad horse, and still hurt no one. 
On this point it is my opinion that a sort of “old 
age pension” can be devised. It will, of course, 
be necessary to have those most interested in the 
elimination, namely the breeder, the owner, and 
the track operator, cooperate. And my idea is 
as follows: 

Out of every winning purse one per cent shall 
be deducted toward the fund for buying up bad 
horses. Only the winner will have to pay this 
small amount. The track shall contribute a like 
amount toward the fund, and the breeders shall 
be pledged to donate from one per cent to five 
per cent of the yearling sales, according to the 
amount of the sale. The larger the sale, the less 
the percentage. 

If we can get only five tracks per day, that will 
have 100 per cent cooperation, the one per cent of 
the purses will amount to approximately $50 each 
track per day, and $50 from the association, 
which will mean $500 per day, or approximately 
$150,000 a year, without counting the amounts 
received from the breeders, which I have no way 
of estimating. 

Now, it is my opinion that if it is known to 
horsemen that horses will be purchased by the 
committee for the sum of $50 to $300, hundreds 
of the animals will be thrust upon them. It will 
surely eliminate the “cuff’’ horse, of which there 
are hundreds of sales a year. What little chance 
any of these animals have of winning, is depend- 
ent on the fact that they get in with real bad 
horses. If the real bad horse is no longer here, 
the reluctant one to sell his bad horse will soon 
find that he is far better off to visit the commit- 
tee than to feed a “dead horse.” In this way 
from 700 to 1.000 horses per year could very easily 
be taken out of racing. The eliminated horse 
can either be branded so that he can never race 
again, or destroyed. 

How often do we speak of “improvement of the 
breed.”’ Can anyone think of a better way to im- 
prove it than the above? Is the public not en- 
titled to at least that much consideration? Shall 
we always go on with “also eligibles’”’ and “pre- 
ferred lists’ with the names of hundreds of real 
bad and broken down, aged and impossible ani- 
mals to mar the greatest sport of all sports? By 
this process of elimination, we give the owner and 
trainer of every decent horse a chance to run, 
and earn his rightful living. We eliminate the 
“badge” horse, and we are making room for good, 
healthy and young stock. If a person now has a 
cheap horse “go wrong” he will turn him out on 
the farm, and bring back the same horse months 
later, only he has become still cheaper. If the 
owner could realize something on the animal, it 
will be to his benefit to sell rather than go to the 
expense of farming out. Of what benefit to track 
operators, owners, trainers, the public, breeders, 
and to the game to have as many as 1,500 horses 
on a track, hundreds “turned down,” when 700 
good horses will successfully run any meeting, 
and give everyone a chance to make a living? 

Something should be done and done quickly. I 
suggest that a letter be written to every owner, 
stating the facts and the methods of obtaining 
the necessary funds, to all associations, and to all 
breeders. Their cooperation should be solicited, 
— action should be had in the shortest possible

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National Plan For 
Turf Welfare 


The following is Dr. E. M. Bond’s tentative plan 
for the set-up of a “National Turf Welfare As- 
sociation,” whose organization he advocated in an 
address delivered before the summer meeting of 
the National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners in New York last week. 


HE proposed National Turf Welfare Associa- 
tion shall be an organization composed of any 
and all individuals and associations connected in 
any way with the breeding or racing of Thorough- 
bred horses. The organization shall be non-profit. 
It shall have three main functions or purposes, 
viz: 

First: The improvement of general health con- 
ditions among its members, and the setting-up of 
a complete medical and hospital benefit service. 

Second: The institution of a national compen- 
sation system which shall be fully as liberal and 
as equitable as any compensation system found in 
the various states where racing is conducted. 

Third: The establishment and maintenance of 
a home for aged and disabled members, and the 
institution of certain other needed welfare meas- 
ures. 
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Membership 


The membership in this association shall be of 
three classes, and the initiation or organizational 
fees shall vary accordingly. 

Class A Members. This class shall include any 
and all associations operating a race track or race 
tracks anywhere in the United States. Initiation 
fee, $100. 

Class B Members. This class shall include any 
and all owners of racing stables or any and all 
owners of Thoroughbred breeding farms. (Either 
individual or partnership.) Initiation fee, $10. 

Class C members. This class shall include any 
and all other individuals connected in any capac- 
ity with a racing stable, breeding farm or race 
track. Initiation fee, $1. 


Organization 


It is hoped that if and when this plan is en- 
dorsed and approved by the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners, an organizational 
committee will be appointed. This committee 
shall have the authority to employ a sufficient 
number of qualified persons to canvass all pros- 
pective members. Applications for membership 
shall be solicited and the applications, together 
with the proper initiation fees, shall be forwarded 
to the treasurer of the organizational committee. 
All expenses incidental to the organizational work 
shall be paid from the “Initiation Fee Fund,” and 
the balance turned over to the officials of the 
permanent association after the organizational 
work has been completed. 

This committee shall also be authorized to set 
dates and hold elections for the board of directors.

The board of directors shall consist of seven 
members. 

1. Two members shall be elected from the 
Class A group. One member shall be elected from 
associations operating tracks in the Eastern 
states and the second member shall be elected 
from associations operating tracks in the Mid- 
Western or Western states.

Key Officials 


1. A General Director shall be appointed who 
shall supervise and correlate, in a general way, 
the various functions of the association. He shall 
submit an annual or semi-annual report to the 
board of directors, with recommendations for im- 
provement of services and benefits. 

2. A Medical Director shall be appointed who 
shall select all medical personnel and have charge 
of all medical and hospital work. Monthly and 
annual reports of all medical activities shall be 
submitted to the General Director. 

3. A Compensation Director shall be appointed 
who shall have charge of all compensation mat- 
ters. Monthly and annual reports on all activi- 
ties shall be submitted to the General Director. 

4. A Welfare Director shall be appointed and 
he shall have charge of all administration mat- 
ters in connection with the home for aged and 
disabled members. He also shall initiate and 
supervise all other general welfare measures. 
Monthly and annual reports of all activities shall 
be submitted to the General Director. 


Medical and Hospital Division 


1. Personnel: A Medical Director shall be ap- 
pointed by the board of directors. He shall select 
and appoint from seven to ten young, well quali- 
fied physicians who shall devote their full time 
to the medical needs of the association members. 
Nurse aides shall be employed if and when the 
volume of work warrants such employment. 

2. General Medical Services: Certain definite 
itineraries shall be worked out for each physician, 
arranged in such a way that there will always be 
a physician on duty at any and all tracks wher- 
ever racing is being conducted. Regular morning 
office hours shall be maintained at the track hos- 
pitals for the treatment of the ambulant sick and 
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injured. Patients too ill to come to the track 
office shall be seen by the track physician-—and 
arrangements for hospital care and treatment 
shall be made if necessary. Hospital patients 
shall be visited frequently. The more common 
and useful drugs and supplies necessary in the 
treatment of ambulant patients shall be furnished 
free by the association. Annual examinations of 
all members shall be encouraged. 


3. Hospital Benefits: The Medical Director shall 
be authorized to make contracts with hospitals 
in certain cities where race tracks are located, 
and in certain localities where there is a congre- 
gation of breeding farms, for any special medical, 
surgical, and hospital care as required by asso- 
ciation members. These hospitals shall be ap- 
proved by the American College of Surgeons and 
whenever possible, contracts shall be made with 
both Protestant and Catholic hospitals. 

4. Medical Records: A uniform system of medi- 
cal records shall be maintained. A careful, de- 
tailed record of all physical, X-ray, or laboratory 
examinations shall be made on all individual 
members contacted. Diagnoses, types, and meth- 
ods of treatment and progress notes shall be 
recorded. Contract hospitals shall be required to 
submit complete records on all members treated, 
at the time of their discharge, and these reports 
shall become a part of the individual member’s 
medical record. Two or three days before the 
close of each race meet each stable owner and 
other individual members shall notify the track 
physician as to their future plans, and all medi- 
cal records in the track physician’s office at the 
close of the race meet shall then be forwarded to 
their correct destination. 

5. Monthly Dues: All Class ‘“‘C’? Members shall 
pay the sum of two ($2.00) dollars per month, 
which shall entitle them to full and complete 
medical and hospital service, including all special 
examinations and surgical operations. Owners of 
breeding farms or racing stables, and associa- 
tions operating race tracks shall make these de- 
ductions from the wages or salaries of all Class 
“C”” Members and forward same to the associa- 
tion monthly. All free lance jockeys and exer- 
cise boys shall forward their dues direct.

Compensation Division 


A Compensation Director shall be appointed by 
the board of directors, and he shall have complete 
charge of all compensation matters in connection 
with injured members. A committee should be 
appointed to study thoroughly and investigate the 
existing state compensation systems, and the best 
features of the various systems should be included 
in the final compensation plan. 

In any event the final plan should include these 
four essential features, viz.: 

1. Injuries Causing Temporary Disability: Any 
member receiving an injury resulting temporarily 
in total disability shall be paid a certain sum of 
weekly compensation during the time he is totally 
disabled for work. The average weekly wage 
earnings of the injured member at the time of the 
injury shall be taken as a basis upon which to 
compute benefits (65 to 75 per cent of the aver- 
age weekly wages). However, a thorough study 
of the average wage or salary scales should be 
made, and a minimum and a maximum compen- 
sation rate should be established. 

2. Injuries Causing Partial Permanent or Total 
Permanent Disability: Specific awards should be 
established for the various types of injuries re- 
sulting in a permanent disability, either partial or 
total. Example: For an injury resulting in the 
loss of one eye a member would receive an award 
of $500. 

3. Fatal Injuries: The dependent relatives of a 
deceased member whose death has resulted from 
an injury received in line of duty shall receive 
specified sums of money monthly, the amounts 
depending upon the number and age of depend- 
ents. Payments to a widow shall cease if and 
when she remarries, and payments to children 
shall cease at the age of 18. The Compensation 
Director may use his discretion in making lump 
sum settlements of any death claims if and when 
conditions warrant same. 

4. Burial Fund Benefits: The relatives of a de- 
ceased member whose death has resulted from 
an injury, shall receive the sum of $150. In case 
the deceased member has no known relatives the 
compensation division will assume all charges in 
connection with burial expenses. 

The necessary funds for the maintenance of 
the compensation division shall be derived from 
three sources, viz.: 

Class “A’’ Members: All race track associa- 
tions shall contribute an amount equivalent to 
one per cent of all purse distributions. (This sum 
shall not be deducted from the purses.) 

Class “B” Members: (1) Racing stables earn- 
ing purses shall contribute one per cent of earned 
purses. (2) Owners of breeding farms shall con- 
tribute 50 cents per month for each person em- 
ployed. 


Welfare Division 


A Welfare Director shall be appointed who 
Shall have charge of all other general welfare 
work not included in the medical or compensation 
divisions. 

1. Home for Aged or Disab'ed Members: A 
home for disabled and aged members shall be 
established and complete maintenance provided 
for such members without charge. This home 
shall be centrally located in some state where 
racing is conducted. A hospital fully equipped 
for all types of general and special medical care 
should be established in connection with this 
home, to be used in the treatment of home mem- 
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bers when necessary, and in the treatment of 
other members whenever such treatment would 
be practical and cheaper than contract hospital 
services. 

2. A National Turf Cemetery should be estab- 
lished in connection with the home, where de- 
ceased members—those without known relatives 
—could be interred. 

3. Thrift or Saving Banks: A system of thrift 
or saving banks should be established, providing 
legal difficulties in connection with the various

Saratoga 
In Review 


HE following is not to be taken as an even rea- 

sonably complete history of the sales of year- 
lings at Saratoga. For one thing, Fasig-Tipton 
Company did not command the entire Saratoga 
market through the 1917-1939 period, having sev- 
eral competitors in the earlier years. For an- 
other, there has been no attempt to touch the 
personalities behind the sales, such as the late 
E. J. Tranter, or the personalities behind some of 
the consignments, which were many and varied, 
and sometimes colorful beyond journalistic de- 
scription. Many a high-priced yearling has gone 
into the ring at Saratoga and out of it into ob- 
livion, and many another has gone on to get 
blankets of roses and his picture in the roto- 
gravures. Many a cheap thing has been picked 
up for $500 and raced against the best, and many 
another has turned out to be about what his price 
indicated. To the glitter and heave of racing as 
it affects Saratoga this review makes no preten- 
sions, being a sober and factual account of the 
rise and fall and the rise again of America’s big- 
gest and richest yearling market. 

The Fasig-Tipton Company established the 
Saratoga auctions, as a permanent, yearly in- 
stitution, in 1917. It was the year in which the 
United States entered the war, a fact which ap- 
parently bothered no one very greatly, and the 
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buyers who spent the afternoons at the races paid 
an average of $1,388 in the evenings. There were 
383 yearlings sold that year for $531,685, though 
these figures included some horses sold at Dur- 
land’s Riding Academy in New York City. Be- 
tween sales, most of the horse talk was about the 
smart young 2-year-old *Sun Briar, which had 
won the Grand Union Hotel Stakes and the Sara- 
toga Special. The powerful Roamer, then a 4- 
year-old, won the Saratoga Handicap in the fast- 
est time recorded to that date, 2:04%5, but the 
bright star of the meeting was the sensational 3- 
year-old *Omar Khayyam, which had won the: 
richest Kentucky Derby on record—$16,600 was 
the winner’s share—-and had come on to Saratoga 
to take down the Kenner and Travers Stakes and 
the Saratoga Cup. 

Included in the consignors at that sale were 
Delbert Reiff, Glen Helen Stud, J. O. Keene, Hal 
Price Headley’s Beaumont Stud, Clarence H. 
Mackay’s French-breds from Haras de Fresnay, 
Thomas Piatt, S. C. (Pops) Lyne, Adelbert Stud, 
H. B. Duryea, and a good many others. Thomas 
Piatt and J. O. Keene are among those who will 
be back again for the 1940 sales. 

In the following year the Saratoga sales in-- 
cluded 274 yearlings, which made a price of $1,- 
107. It was the second year of the war, and 
prices were down a bit, though not alarmingly 
so. Roamer was back to win the Saratoga Handi- 
cap again, and *Sun Briar returned to take the 
Travers. Sweep On, Billy Kelly, *Johren, and 
Midway were among the other tops to see action. 

But the big event of the meeting, though it 
went more or less unrealized, was in the sales 
paddock.

HE DID is the best son got by the great race horse Victorian, winner of 18 
races and $253,425, including the Preakness, Withers, Agua Caliente Handicap, 
and other races.

vale and others. The 21 yearlings averaged $2,- 
450, a record for the season for a consignment of 
any size. 

Top price was paid for a *Vulcain colt out 
of the great mare *Fairy Gold. J. E. Widener 
gave $14,000 for him, and got a moderate bar- 
gain, as the colt, named Fair Gain, won 15 races 
and $28,796. Samuel D. Riddle got into a bidding 
duel with G. W. Loft, Frank M. Taylor, and others 
for a Tracery colt called Rouleau, dropped out 
when the bidding got too high, and Taylor took 
the colt for $13,600. Rouleau managed to win 
seven races and $14,783, but it took him five sea- 
sons. Mr. Riddle didn’t have as much opposition 
on his next fancy, and: he got, for $5,000, the best 
bargain Saratoga has yet sent out, a chestnut 
colt by Fair Play—-Mahubah, which Mrs. Belmont 
had already named Man o’ War. 

In 1919 the chestnut colt was the sensation of 
the meeting, in more ways than one. He came 
up to the track with a record of five straight vic- 
tories, made it six in the United States Hotel 
Stakes. Then came that surprising August 13, 
when the great horse met his only defeat, in the 
Sanford Stakes, but he came back to take the 
Grand Union Hotel and Hopeful Stakes before the 
meeting was ended. 

The 1919 season was the beginning of the “fat 
years.” There were 226 yearlings, and they sold 
for $2,641, or well above the average which en- 
abled Major Belmont to top the 1918 sales. Out of 
that year’s sales came such as Step Lightly, Star 
Voter, Tamarisk, and others, and out of it also 
came the $25,000 Sun Turret, which won just $200 
for J. K. L. Ross at two. 

By this time it was fairly obvious that there 
was money to be made at Saratoga, and in 1920 
the number of yearlings jumped sharply to 290, 
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and the average, as was to be expected, fell, go- 
ing to $2,149, which was still a good figure. Surf 
Rider, Second Thoughts, Column, and Braedal- 
bane were among the bargains from that sale. 

In 1921 there were 274 yearlings to be sold, and 
the average scared to $2,833, and from the sale 
came such competent horses as In Memoriam, 
Equinoctial, Pandowdy, Bo McMillan, Heeltaps, 
and the precocious Donges, which won $34,573 at 
two for a $2,100 investment. 

The number of yearlings went up sharply in 
1922, to a total of 465, which meant an increase 
of 70 per cent, and as almost always happens in 
such a case, the average dropped, to $2,360, a very 
gccd figure considering the increase in volume. 
It was in 1922, also, that the price paid for Sara- 
toga yearlings first passed the $1,000,000 mark, 
the total being $1,097,400. St. James, for which 
George D. Widener paid $9,000, proved one of the 
best bargains from that sale. He won the Fu- 
turity, with 130 pounds up, the following year, 
might have proved a great horse at three had he 
not gone wrong after beating Zev in the Pau- 
monck Handicap in his only start that year. He 
finished a brief racing career with earnings of 
$94,035, and was retired to stud, sending out such 
as Jamestown, Sailor Beware, Don Guzman, and 
others in subsequent years. Samuel D. Riddle 
got another bargain this year in Big Blaze, which 
he got for $1,800, and which won $81,863 and later 
became the sire of Burning Blaze. H. C. Fisher 
bought Nellie Morse from the 1922 sale, and she 
later won the Preakness and other races, and, a 
prized matron now at Calumet Farm, turned out 
Nellie Flag, Count Morse, and other good horses. 
Infinite was another 1922 yearling. 

By 1923 the market had expanded a little fas- 
ter than the yearling production had increased.

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The number went to a new record, of 492, but 
the average climbed a little, to $2,437. The best 
bargain, as far as racing was concerned, was 
*Master Charlie, which brought only $1,000, and 
went on to win $95,525 in a brief but brilliant 
2-year-old campaign. But possibly the best 
horse, in a long range view, was Stimulus, which 
Marshall Field got for $4,000. Stimulus won 
$65,598, racing only at two, and has been a 
prominent stallion ever since he was retired to 
stud in 1927. Mr. Field is not yet through reap- 
ing the return of that $4,000 purchase, with two 
of Stimulus’ daughters, Mrs. Punch and Strange 
Device, winning stakes for him this year. An- 
other good horse from the 1923 sale was Pea- 
nuts, which Robert L. Gerry got for $2,100. 


The most prominent purchaser from the 1923 
yearling auctions, however, was Gifford A. Coch- 
ran, who bought five of the tops for a total of 
$111,000, including four by *Negofol, one by The 
Finn. The five returned him only $10,920 at two, 
and with one exception, not much after that. The 
exception was the one good horse from the lot, 
Flying Ebony, which went on at three to take the 
Kentucky Derby and a total of $62,420. Flying 
Ebony retired to stud in 1926, but his luck has 
been almost as bad as his owner's 1923 yearling 
purchases. His best son, Dark Secret, died in 
that bitter Jockey Club Gold Cup of 1934, and 
the best of his sons to reach stud, Flying Heels, 
was lost in a fire last spring, after getting only a 
few crops. Flying Ebony is an exile to California 
now, standing at Charles E. Perkins’ ranch at 
Santa Barbara. 

In 1924 the number of yearlings dropped, and 
the average price went up, like the other end of 
a see-saw, which is no bad analogy. The 435 
offered made an average of $2,647. The best of 
the lot were Gaffsman, Rock Man, and Rhinock. 
It was in 1924 that Paavo Nurmi, nicknamed. the 
Flying Finn, was tearing up records in foot races, 
and it was not unnatural that three of the best 
sons of The Finn, which were among the top- 
priced yearlings of the 1924 sale, should be 
named for him. These were Nurmi ($15,500), 
The Flying Finn ($13,500), and Paavo ($7,700). 
None of them could run a lick. 

The decade of the “roaring ‘twenties’ was now 
well advanced, money was plentiful, and every- 
one was industriously digging the pit into which 
they fell in 1929. The Saratoga market reached 
its peak, as far as averages are concerned, in 
1925, with 457 yearlings making the unheard of 
average of $3,825. The total spent at Saratoga 
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that year was $1,747,800. Some of the best spent 
of it was the $3,000 which Foxcatcher Farm gave 
for Fair Star, winner of the Pimlico Futurity and 
Selima Stakes, and the $6,700 which Sagamore 
Stable paid for Lord Chaucer. Sweepster was 
another capable horse from the 1925 sale. 


It is easy to imagine what happened in 1926. 
With that average of $3,825 before his eyes, every 
breeder who could fatten a yearling with four 
legs took it to Saratoga, with the result that all 
previous records were smashed, and 632 year- 
lings, nearly 150 more than had ever been offered 
before, were offered. The market stood up well, 
considering this assault on it, and the average 
was $3,009. 

Mrs. John D. Hertz got the bargain from the 
1926 sales in Anita Peabody, for which she paid 
$11,000. The crack filly won $111,905 at two, 
though she did little thereafter. Brookmeade 
Stable paid $20,000 for Brooms and got out at 
once, for Brooms won $57,100 the next year. Le 
Mar Stock Farm got an expensive mistake in 
Model, for $16,500, but got out on Misstep, which 
cost $4,000 and won $182,815 before he was done 
with racing. J. R. Macomber got Petee-Wrack 
for $3,000, and the *Wrack colt won $98,990 in 
competition, was retired to the stud. On the 
other hand—and there is always another hand at 
Saratoga—Tuskegee went for $35,000 and Terra 
Nova brought $32,000, hardly won enough to pay 
their shipping bills. Tuskegee did become a 
stakes winner, but it took him six seasons to win 
some $11,000. 

The sales in 1927 drew 606 yearlings, and the 
average was virtually the same as the year be- 
fore, $2,958. *Twink, Roguish Eye, and Double 
Heart were among the better purchases, the lat- 
ter being one of the few bargains Three D’s Stock 
Farm picked up at the sales. He won $27,701 at 
two, returning a $7,500 purchase price with some 
interest, and though he is hardly to be called a 
stud success, he did sire Double Call, which set 
a new world record for a half-mile last spring. 
Three D’s got some of the lemons, too, paying 
$30,000 each for War Time and Vermajo, the 
same figure which Brookmeade Stable paid for 
Chief Executive. 

In 1928 the number of yearlings declined again, 
to 561, and the price remained almost stationary, 
dropping a few dollars to $2,925. This was the 
year of New Broom, a Whisk Broom II colt for 
which Eastland Stable paid the record price of 
$75,000. New Broom not only never paid any- 
thing back on his purchase price, but he ran up

winners, one was out of a mare whose other six foals were winners. Eighty-One 
per cent of the starters out of these mares are winners, including the stakes win- 
ners Wisdom, Miss Patience, Redlin, and Prince Argo. 


CH. C. by Scotch Broom—Sagacity, by Macdon- 
ald II. Sagacity, a winner, is dam of six winners, 
including the stakes winner Wisdom, from seven 
foals. Her other winners are Half-Shot, Ready, 
Most Wise, Fanny, and Itsie Bitsie. She also is 
dam of Destiny Bay, dam of two winners. Sa- 
gacity’s only other produce are twin 2-year-olds 
of 1940 which have not raced. 


CH. C. by Only One—Miss Trooper, by *Stroll- 
ing Player. Miss Trooper, foaled 1932, was a 
winner at two. This is her third foal. Her sec- 
ond foal is the 2-year-old Barrymore, by High 
Quest, which has placed in his only two starts, in- 
cluding third in the Youthful Stakes. 


B. C. by Granville—Duration, by *Hourless. A 
top individual out of a mare which has produced 
three winners from four foals, including the 
stakes winner Miss Patience and the winners 
Tedious and Time Passes. Her only other foal 
has placed. 


RO. C. by Granville—Sunny Cloud, by High 
Cloud. Sunny Cloud has been a grand producer. 
She was a winner and has produced the winners 
Silvery Cloud (23 races), Retlaw, and Cloud Time 
from five foals. One foal never raced and her 2- 
year-old of 1940 has started only twice. 


CH. C. by Psychic Bid—Ready, by High Time. 
Ready is a 100 per cent producer. Four foals to 
race are winners, including the stakes winner 
Redlin and the winners Hinight, Charles Adee, 
and Ready Teddy. Her only other foal is an un- 
named 2-year-old this year. Ready was a win- 
ner, placed in stakes, and is a daughter of the 
good producer Sagacity (see above). 


BR. C. by Cavalcade—Pepper Pot, by Royal 
Canopy. Pepper Pot has had six other foals. 
Three are winners, including Pepper Patch (14 
races), Scotch Pepper, and Buds Pal. One other 
foal, Boreen, placed at two last year. Another 
did not race while only one raced unplaced in 
every start. 


B. C. by Psychic Bid—Georgia Rose, by Sweep. 
Georgia Rose won 12 races up to six, and with 
the exception of her 2-year-old which has not 
started she has produced four winners from five 
foals, including the stakes winner Prince Argo 
(20 races) and the winners Stepaway, Ballad, and 
Mac’s Cantor. Her only other foal, Georgian, 
placed many times in the two seasons he raced. 


B. F. by Granville—Cinema, by Sweep. Cinema, 
winner of the Spinaway Stakes, etc., has six win- 
ners from eight foals. They are Tinema, Great 
Lover (15 races), Skotchy (14 races), Donald 
Duck, Tedema (also placed in stakes), and On 
Location. She also is dam of Moving Star, whose 
only foal to race is the winner Equistar (at two 
and three, 1940). 


B. F. by Cavalcade—Flower Girl, by Pennant. 
Flower Girl, a winner and placed in stakes, is the 
dam of eight foals old enough to race. Five are 
winners, one placed in the only season she raced, 
another never started, and her other foal has 
started only twice at two this year. She is dam 
of the winners Little Argo (15 races) Rose Pa- 
rade, Beauflower, Tedium, and Teddy’s Girl. 


. F. by Granville—Finger Tips, by *North 
Star III. Finger Tips was a good winner at 
three, four, five, and six, placed at two. She has 
had one other foal, Mr. Fingers, a winner at two. 
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a training bill for three seasons. In the last of 
them, placing second and third, he earned $275. 
But in 1928, as usual, there were bargains to be 
had. Fair Stable got two of them in Desert 
Light and Sarazen II, which, while he fell far 
short cf the class implied by his name, was a fair 
stakes winner, earning $46,910 in the six seasons 
he raced. Ned O. and Crack Brigade were two 
others which were well bought. Not as much 
could be said for Broadway Limited ($65,000) 
and Kilkerry ($23,000), which went to Three D's. 

In August, 1929, the toboggan was at the crest 
of the hill and was ready to slide, but nobody 
knew it. It was the last year of the opulent 
‘twenties, and as the decade went out there was 
another upward lunge at Saratoga. There were 
524 yearlings sold for an average of $3,597, and 
the total money spent for yearlings, $1,884,900, 
was only a little short of the peak, of $1,901,525, 
which was set in 1926 with 632 head offered. One 
of the highest prices of the sale was the $22,000 
paid for Insco, which just about won out, earn- 
ing $23,595. His worth as a stallion went un- 
recognized until Herbert M. Woolf picked him up 
in a sale for a few hundred dollars, and he began 
sending horses like Lawrin, Inscoelda, Technician, 
and others to the races. Vander Pool and Surf 
Board were among the 1929 bargains; War ($45,- 
000) and Follow Thru ($36,000) were not. 

In October, 1929, the storm started to break. 
But yearling buyers, viewing it as a passing 
shower, were still willing to pay good prices in 
1930. The high 1929 average brought what still 
remains the record number of yearlings (though 
it will probably be passed this year) to Saratoga, 
and 660 head were sold. The average dropped to 
$2,667, which was not bad considering the in- 
crease in number and the growing depression. 
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Three D’s, which got about as many bad horses 
for big prices as anyone ever did at Saratoga, was 
along to buy Texas Knight, Lady Teddy, and 
Liberty Limited from $26,000 to $30,000, and an- 
other yearling, which did nothing under the name. 
of Gala Flight, also brought $30,000. Pairbypair, 
Universe, Economic, and Stepenfetchit were 
among the better ones. 

By 1931 it was obvious that the country was in 
for something, and there was a faint popping over 
the horizons, as banks broke here and there. So 
the yearling market went to pot, along with near- 
ly everything else. There were 640 head sold, and 
the average was $1,256. The top price of the sale 
was $16,000, so there was still money about, but 
it was paid for a bad horse, later named Carry the 
News. Crowning Glory and Okapi were among 
the better purchases. The bargain of the year 
was sold at Lexington, however. This was Head 
Play, for which Willie Crump paid $550, and sold 
for some $30,000 on the eve of that inglorious 
Kentucky Derby of 1933 when Donald Meade and 
Herb Fisher staged a cat fight from the quarter- 
pole in. 

With the falling market, and the prospect of a 
still greater drop, the 1932 sales drew only 480 
yearlings. With the smaller supply the price 
averaged $903. It was bad enough, but what 
would have happened had some 600 yearlings de- 
scended on Saratoga is painful to consider. The 
average, was, of course, the lowest in the history 
of the Saratoga sales. 

As it worked out, it was a year for bargains. 
The horses which were bought at the bottom of 
the depression raced in somewhat happier years, 
after the upward turn had come.

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him. Calumet Farm got Hadagal for $4,000; he 
won $27,730 and is a promising stallion. The 
swift Sgt. Bryne went to John Simonetti for $500 
and won $33,185. Riskulus sold for $2,700, Wise 
Daughter for $800. Black Buddy and a good 
many others were among the bargains. Top price 
of the sale was $14,500, paid for The Triumvir, 
which did not pay it back. 


In 1933 the number of yearlings fell to 416, the 
lowest number since 1921. This had something to 
do with a slight increase in the average, which 
was $1,133. Again there were some good bar- 
gains, Chance Sun, Psychic Bid, Motto, Time 
Flight, Forever Young, Special Agent, and others. 
The top price was $13,000, paid for Calumet Dick. 
Calumet Dick took his time paying back the in- 
vestment, but he ultimately won $72,515. Sara- 
toga buyers missed one bargain they could have 
had, from the same consignment from which 
Brookmeade Stable got Psychic Bid for $1,500. 
A *Cohort—-Miamba colt was disregarded, and 
was not sold. He was brought back to Lexington 
and sold in the fall sales for $1,000. This was 
Roman Soldier. 


New York racing began to take a grip on itself 
in 1934, and perhaps the plane of New York rac- 
ing has more to do with Saratoga yearling prices 
than any other single factor. There were 408 
yearlings at the 1934 sales, and the average 
climbed painfully upward to $1,240, or about 
where it was in 1931. The best buy of the sales 
was Marshall Field’s purchase of Tintagel for 
$5,100; he went on to win $80,100. Split Second, 
at $1,000, was another good purchase, and Vale- 
victorian, Memory Book, Sir Emerson, and others 
were in the sale. Calumet Farm got a high priced 
failure in an $11,500 *Teddy colt, but got a good 
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horse in another, Sun Teddy, a high class winner 
which is sending his own yearlings to Saratoga 
this year for the first time. 


This same year of 1934 was the beginning of 
what has since been called the invasion from 
Mars. No one paid much attention to the fact 
that Milky Way Farm spent some $17,900 for 
nine yearlings, but some of these turned out to be 
good buys, notably Forever Yours, The Fighter, 
Sangreal, and Doran. But the next year Milky 
Way Farm was definitely the center of attention, 
and from 1935-1939 inclusive, Mrs. Ethel V. Mars 
has been the leading Saratoga buyer. 


Confidence, which “for a season bade the world 
farewell,” was returning rapidly in 1935, and a 
good increase at Saratoga was expected. So the 
number of yearlings rose again, to 548, and the 
average came up to $1,572. Mrs. Mars was at 
the center of the firing, and doing most of it. 
She had a few misses: Winged Victory at $13,000 
(he won $25 at two), Jaw Breaker at $9,500, High 
Pressure at $8,000, and Minstrel Show at $7,500 
were among them. But she bought Reaping Re- 
ward for $5,000, Case Ace for $10,100, and Talma 
Dee for $2,600, and these alone earned enough at 
two to repay the $109,800 she spent for yearlings 
in 1935, and in addition she got Nation’s Taste, 
Murph, Dogaway, and some others. 

The high price of the sale was the $20,000 which 
Colonel E. R. Bradley paid for his own Brooklyn, 
which proved to be a good race horse, but hardly 
the top of the sale. J. H. Louchheim got away 
with the bargain, buying Pompoon for $2,000, and 
getting $82,260 from him the next year, and $153,- 
060 in all. 

In 1936 the average sailed up again, to the 
highest level it had reached since 1930. There 


B. f. *Belfonds—Sleek, by Ariel 

*Belfonds was a leading sire in France. His 
fillies have raced especially well. He is the sire of 
the dam of this year’s English Derby winner, 
PONT L’EVEQUE.

It is questionable if any stud in the world has produced a higher percentage of winners 
and stakes winners than Keeneland Stud. The excellence of the individuals and the blood- 
lines in the Keeneland Stud mares, is an accepted fact amongst breeders, and proven by the 
tests of the race course and the breeding paddocks. 

Two of the Jean Valjean colts are brothers to winners, and one is a first foal out of a 
good winner, that is pricelessly bred. The Jean Valjean filly is full sister to a winner, out of 
a sister to a stakes winner, and inbred to Luke McLuke, a key horse in Keene pedigrees. 

HALF-SISTER TO JUNE BEE, BY HALCYON 

Halcyon’s daughter out of Princess Pan by Pagan Pan, has every appearance of a stakes 
filly, and is entered in the Matron, Selima and Arlington Lassie Stakes. She is half-sister to 
four winners and to the 1940 stakes winner June Bee. June Bee was a winner at two, and 
of the Ashland Stakes by six lengths, second in the Kentucky Oaks and only twice out of the 
money in 1940. 

Halcyon is making a remarkable record as a sire. In his first two crops 84.6% were 
winners, and 30.7% were stakes winners. Halcyon’s dam won the Alabama Stakes, etc., and 
produced the winners of $407,220. His fillies win stakes and are highly regarded as future 
broodmares. Breeders who race should make a note of the Halcyon-Princess Pan filly. 

BAY COLT BY ISLAM—SHADES OF NIGHT, BY LUKE McLUKE 

This colt has a great deal about him that recalls memories of his maternal grandsire, 
Luke McLuke. He is half-brother to four stout winners, and by Islam, a stakes winner and 
iron horse that is breeding to his excellent pedigree. Islam got that top race horse, Isaroma, 
unbeaten at two and three, and 68.75% of his get are winners. Islam was by the good handi- 
cap horse and sire, The Porter—a race horse of class and durability. Islam’s dam was an 
excellent daughter of unbeaten Colin. 

The Islam-Shades of Night colt looks like a race horse of the first water. 

KEENELAND STUD BACE HORSES DURABLE 

The percentage of stakes horses raised at this stud compares favorably with any stud in 
America. Its percentage of horses that race for many years is possibly higher than any in 
the world. This is attributable to the choice of the foundation stock, and to the fact that 
Keeneland Stud horses are raised as close to nature as conditions will permit.

Lexington J. O. KEENE Kentucky 
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were 469 yearlings, which helped a good deal, and 
the average was $2,485. It was the highest of the 
decade, for the subsequent three years failed to 
equal it. 

Mrs. Mars was again buying lavishly. She got 
20 yearlings for $131,500, the largest amount she 
has ever spent for yearlings in one season. She 
got two first class lemons in Warbridge and Far- 
rell, at $18,000 each, and a fairly acid one in 
C-Note, for $14,300. But she was still hitting, 
getting Tiger for $4,500, Sky Larking for $13,500, 
Well Rewarded for $3,800, and a few other fairly 
capable horses. Again her yearling purchases 
more than earned their purchase price at two. 
Another bargain from the sale was the crack race 
mare Jacola, which Mrs. Edward Friendly got for 
$1,000, and Can’t Wait, Now Then, Huskie Boy, 
Teddy’s Comet, Chaps, Bull Lea, and others were 
among the good investments. 


By 1937 there was again an increase in the 
number of yearlings, 528 being disposed of for an 
average of $2,387. Though this was not quite as 
good as that of the previous year, the increase in 
number was probably enough to account for the 
decrease. Mrs. Mars was again the leading buyer, 
paying $124,100 for 17 head. Among them were 
Dinner Date and No Competition, but as a whole 
she was not as successful as in the previous sale, 
making rather expensive mistakes on On Loca- 
tion ($16,900), Up the Creek ($13,500), Banner 
Man ($10,500), and others. 


William Ziegler, Jr., picked up the best buy in 
El Chico, which earned $84,100 the following year 
to repay a $2,700 investment. Donita M., Sweet 
Patrice, Volitant, and Galley Slave were among 
the more successful purchases. 

There was another increase in the number of 
yearlings in 1938, with 559 head sold. The av- 
erage dropped a few dollars, to $2,336. Mrs. Mars 
was still around, paying $95,600 for 15 yearlings, 
but the big news of the sale came from two new- 
comers to Saratoga, H. M. Warner, who got 
$79,000 worth, and L. B. Mayer, who paid $78,400 
for 22 head. Neither of them got a good horse 
from the lot. Mr. Warner got Cinesar for $15,000, 
Sky Dog for $11,000, Stimjul for $9,000, Gallant 
Dream for $6,400. As 2-year-olds the four won 
him $25. Mr. Mayer got Sir Jeffrey for $11,300, 
Impersonation for $7,200, The Gob for $6,300, Old 
Colony for $5,500. The Gob won $1,425 at two 
and is still racing at three; the others show no 
signs of repaying their investment. 

A good many of the ‘failures’ turned out not 
to be failures. Among the yearlings which the 
American Racing Manual lists as the reverse of 
bargains (judged on 2-year-old winnings) were 
Little Risk, for which Calumet Farm paid $16,000, 
and Gallahadion, which cost Milky Way $5,000. 
Both have more than realized expectation as 3- 
year-olds. Millsdale Stable got a fine bargain 
from the 1938 sales in Andy K., a precocious 2- 
year-old which nevertheless ran a good second in 
the Belmont Stakes and won several stakes this 
year. J. O. Keene got War Beauty for $4,200 and 
won $33,085 with her last year. Arnold Hanger 
got the high class Roman Flag as well as Dit. 
Brookmeade Stable, getting Romanov for a net 
loss of $22,000, picked up Teacher for $1,600 and 
won $11,510 with her at two. 

Breeders who have seen in the expansion of 
racing an increased demand for yearlings flooded 
the 1939 market with 643 yearlings, which was 
the greatest number of any year except 1930. 
The market staggered a little under this load, and 
the shadow of European war which hung over 
Saratoga last August, but held up very well con-

What Price War Glory 


In a suit being heard last week in San Fran- 
cisco, Mrs. F. A. Carreaud, best known to racing 
as the owner of Time Supply, sued Mrs. James 
Rolph for $34,000, chiefly on the grounds that her 
horse, War Glory, had been slandered. Reporters 
were so disposed to make merry with the situa- 
tion that the reality was difficult to uncover. But 
apparently the basis for the suit was the fact that 
Mrs. Rolph, who had leased War Glory for stud 
use, had said that the horse was diseased, wanted 
the lease terminated. So Mrs. Carreaud, saying 
that the horse was worth $25,000 but couldn’t be 
sold for $1,000 because of the “slander,” and that 
$10,000 was due on the contract, sued for $34,000.

There have been rumors during the spring and 
summer that Florida’s ill-fated Gulfstream Park 
would be opened again during the coming winter 
season, but if such plans are afoot it will again 
probably have difficulty getting dates. The first 
dates, of which the track used four days before 
collapsing, were obtained only by court order, and 
the schedule of 1940-1941 dates, issued July 9, 
leaves no place for the new track. The date 
schedule follows that of previous years rather 
closely. Tropical Park will open Friday, Decem- 
ber 20, and will run through January 7, a total 
of 16 days. Hialeah Park will begin a 46-day 
meeting on January 8, closing on March 1. Tropi- 
cal Park will then begin a 34-day spring meeting 
on March 8, continuing through April 10. 

At the same time it was announced that Tropi- 
cal Park, which last winter had two record meet- 
ings, would observe a $1,000 purse minimum next 
season.
